Dear Sir, 
I have read the Letter, which you sent to the Great Anti-Slavery Meeting held 


in New York 6th last month: and I have read it with the respect due to its distinguished author, and with my ever deep inter- ' 


est in the subjects of which it treats. 


You evidently foresee the speedy death of American Slavery. It will be as sure as speedy. The nation will not let it 
live to become the cause of another War. One such reckoning-day for the crime of slaveholding-as is this day of horrors will 
cure us of all disposition to repeat the crime. The punishment which the guilty South and no less guilty North are suffering 
cannot soon be forgotten by either. And was there evera punishment more justly allotted ?—more righteously retributive ? 
It falls just where it should, and only where it should. The whites of the two sections are plundering and slaughtering each 
other; and in neither are the blacks harmed. The South is not aggravating the sorrows of the blacks. The North has ceased 
to send them into Slavery, and is becoming kind to them. The slaves are getting their freedom without fighting for it. The 
blood of their oppressors Northern and Southern instead of their own blood is purchasing it. 


And however expedient it might be, it nevertheless will not be indispensable to build up barriers, statutory, constitutional 
or other against the return of Slavery/ Jt will never come back to curse us, The nation that has tried Slavery and abolished 
it, never recalls it. As they who havé,the small-pox do not have it again, so too the nation that kas had the infinitely more 
loathsome disease of Slavery does not have it again. The British West India planters, although they grumbled at some of the 
workings of Emancipation, had nevertheless no desire for the restoration of Slavery. 


You are “morally certain” that if the slaves shall be unconditionally freed they will be massacred. I am greatly aston- 
ished that you are. My more favorable views of human nature would not allow the slightest suspicion of such diabolism. And 
no less astonished am I that your only preventive of the unparalleled crime is for Government to fall in with the claims of the 
guilty and to yield up the rights of the innocent. How unlike are your views of the office of Government to those expressed by 
the noble and lovely Paul! He would have it “a terror to evil doers and a praise to them that do well.” But you would have 
it take sides with the guilty against the innocent. A true Government goes for the innocent at whatever expense to the guilty. 
A true Government stands by the least black baby at whatever cost to the millions of men who would wrong it. A true Gov- 
ernment goes for justice without compromise. But your best proposition is to leave undisturbed the monsters who are whetting 
their knives, and to save millions of men from those knives only by tearing them from their homes and driving them out of their 
country. I acknowledge your hope that these millions will go voluntarily. But if it is not your plan that they must go, then I 
know not why you should have written your Letter. The most radical abolitionists admit, ay and claim, that they may go. 
Moreover, you would probably (,I would not,) call it a voluntary going, however much it might have been induced by their dis- 
abilities, deprivations and oppressions at the hands of Government. 


Government is now and ever has been the heaviest curse of earth. But it will be transmuted into its greatest blessing, 
when it shall be driven back from its manifold usurpations to its sole legitimate office of proteciion. Then it will meddle with 
the rights of none: but will simply hold a sure and steady shield over the rights of all. Then beneath that shield will the right 
of all to “ life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness” be equally sacred. Then Government will have no part in assorting, domes- 
ticating or colonizing its subjects; but will leave them to dispose of such matters after their own free choice. 


The colonizing of the blacks may be highly expedient: but Government has no more to do with it than with their dress 


or food. If the blacks have av insurmountable dislike of their white neighbors, or of the climate, or Government, then let them. 


leave us to go where they please. Hayti, Central America and other countries will invite them and pay much of the expense 
of their emigration. Their white neighbors will very probably prize the labor of the blacks too highly to consent to pay any 
thing to get rid of them. You and I and other speculatists may have our theories about collecting the whites into the tempe- 
rate and the blacks into the tropical regions. I confess that I am among those who believe that, were Government to allow free 
play to the laws of nature, the blacks would move toward and the whites from the Equator. But Government is not to act 
upon, nor so much as to take knowledge of, these theories. Its one work is to protect those who for the time being are its sub- 
jects. It is to have no choice of subjects. Whether they become more or less white, red or black is nothing to it. Should the 
white men of this nution visit other nations and bring back for their wives negresses and squaws, there would be no power in 
the Government to stop it and no modification of its duties resulting from it. 


You would have Government colonize the blacks to prevent their being murdered by the whites. I apprehend that your 
assumption of this illegitimate power for Government is not your only fault at this point.- You would not have the power 
wielded impartially. Were the case reversed and the blacks to threaten the marder of the whites, not the colonization of the 
whites but the slaughter if need be of every black would be your remedy. I much fear that your highest ideal of Government 
is a white-man’s Government. But that is no better than a black-man’s Government. And neither is good for any thing. For 
whether it be the Government or the individual that, instead of being ennobled with the soul of manhood, is shrivelled with the 
spirit of caste, humanity has nothing to hope for from the miserable counterfeit. 


You have much to say of the difference of races: and you hold that out of this difference have grown difficult problems 
for our Government to solve. What I have already said shows that in my opinion Government has nothing to do with such 
problems. I add that the less individuals have todo with them the better. The bare entertainment of them begets conceit, arro- 
gance and oppression. What is more, they are not real problems. There is in them nothing to solve—nothing to tax the ingenuity 
of either Government or individuals. What we shall do about the difference between ties two races is no more a problem than 
what we shall do about the difference between two stars or two mountains. We are simply to accept the difference and to pass 
on. An owlish philosophic inquiry into what we shall do about the difference God bas made in the skins of different men is not 
less impertinent than would be such an inquiry into what we shall do about the difference He has ordained between the com- 
plexion of the Sun and Moon. Moreover, that one portion of the human family is essentially inferior to another is probably 
nothing better than a prejudice. Englishmen were not essentially inforior to Irishmen when long ago Irishmen bought and sold 
them: and Irishmen are not essentially inferior to Englishmen when now they are oppressed by Englishmen. Changes of cir- 
cumstances along with other causes alternately lift up and depress a people. But their inherent, inborn facalties are neither 
multiplied nor diminished because developed in one age and undeveloped in another. Africa has contained the pre-eminent seats 
of learning and power: and in the endless revolutions in human affairs she may again and again contain and cease to contain 
them. The sooner Govornment shall stop its war upon nature the sooner will these fluctuations become less, and the sooner 
will the nations begin to approach the same permanent level. 


In your eyes the special action of Government where there are ‘‘ two different races in the same community” is a duty. 
It is its duty, you mean, to prefer one to the other. I would that you could see such special action and such preference to be a 
crime—and a crime for which God has desolated many nations and is now desolating this. |

You justify the “jealousy of caste”—the “jealousy of races”: dnd your proof that it is the product of “ the highest 
wisdom” is that “ we conquer and hold our conquests by it.” But what is to you proof of its good is to me proof of its bad 
character. And you commend this jealousy because it protects a superior race from social intercourse with an inferior one. 
Bettér stich intercourse however than to fortify ourselves against it by hatred.’ At’ the risk of whatever co nées we are ° 
to love all men and to rejoice at their rising.in the social scale’ And whilst I dare'not admit that to refuse in tee with’ 
any portion of our Common Father’s children is sinless, I dare affirm that such intercourse is not to be avoided if it can be 
avoided only at the expense of ignoring the claims of the human brotherhood and of withholding our love from a portion of it. 
Whatever else you have learned in the school of Christ I cannot believe that you learned this jealousy there. Muchas you 
hate Slavery I feel confident that it is to its teachings and influences’ you are indebted for this jealousy. It is a sad fact that 
Slavery has been a successful teacher of our whole people, and that the damaged characters of even those who hate it prove the 
universality of its baleful influences. Our hatred of the blacks, notwithstanding you so strangely construe it into an expression 
of our hatred of Slavery, comes nevertheless from the teachings and largely also from our love of Slavery. In the nature of 
things the unrighteousness of hating men cannot stand in connexion with the righteousness of hating oppression. Go the world 
over, and you will no more find the haters of men hating oppression than you will find the lovers of men loving it. I confess 
that the mass of the Southern whites (,and there is a great deal of such malignity at the North also,) hato the blacks: and I 
affirm that it is because they hate them that they love to see them sunk in Slavery. 


Your remark that “the blacks have quickly disappeared when emancipated” can bée accounted for only of‘ the'sup/positiort - 
that at the moment of making it you inadvertently confounded them with the Indians. All writers are liable to such confusion. 
It is very true that the Indians diminish rapidly. But it is as true that the negroes do not diminish at all. Whether bond or 
free they increase every where, if we except instances where, as on sugar plantations. they are from purpose and policy worked 
to death. They increase in the West India Islands, and in the rigorous climate of Canada> And even in'the ‘Northern States’ 
where by force of cruel laws both civil and social they are shut out of respectable employments, places and associations; degrad- 
ed; driven into the narrowest straits of poverty; and driven into the most wasting vices—they almost every. where keep up 
their numbers. And this too notwithstanding that at every Census many, under that ‘ bleaching process” which goes-steadily 
on, pass from the black to the white class. I must believe that were the Northern blacks, instead of being.crowded into,the 
unhealthiest tenements of our towns, scattered through the rural districts in as large proportion as are the whites; their increase 
would in spite of all their disadvantages fall little short of that of the whites. I would say.in:this connexion that they who 
argue that the negro’s habits of improvidence in Slavery hinder his thrift in Freedom, argue not against setting him. free but ia 
favor of hurrying him out of Slavery. ) 


You assume quite too much when you say that the whites hold the lands of the South by title from the Creator. If you 
mean only that the climate of these lands is more favorable to the whites, (,though for Pro-Slavery ends the reverse is often in- 
sisted on,) I am willing to let the assumption pass for what it is worth. But the title to a country. growing, out-of considera-: 
tions of climate is very far from being the only one. Occupation is a ground of title: and the title is. none the-weaker if the 
occupation be compulsory instead of voluntary. The earned title is another: and by. this most emphatically does the South 
belong to the sweat end tear and blood drenched slave. Moreover, there is such a thing as the forfeiture of. title toa country: 
and in all their generations the Southern oppressors have by turning a free country into a prison and its blessings into curses 
repeated their forfeiture of all possible title to it. 


Do you ask what is to become of the lands of the South when the War is ended and Slavery abolished? I would that 
these as well as lands elsewhere could be disposed of on those great and precious Land Reform principles, which teach that the 
right of all to the soil is as equal and sacred as to the light and air. But few even of the good and intelligent are as yet up: to’ 
the level of these principles. The lands of the South will in the main continue to be held by the families that now hold them. 
It will be said that wives and children should not, because their husbands and fathers were’ rebels, be made homeless: And 
even the rebels themselves, although they have forfeited both lands and lives, we shall be slow to drive from their homes when 
we remember our own share of the responsibility for the Rebellion. Parents, who give wine to their children until they are:se 
intoxicated as to kick the table over, are hardly the right persons to punish them for their uncontrollable feet. And we who 
have fostered Slavery, until slaveholders could no longer contain themselves, are in hardly a suitable relation to panish thear 
very severely for their outbreaking insanity. The Rebellion we must put down. But all the time we are putting it duwn we 
should be holding ourselves largely responsible for it and condemning ourselves quite as emphatica!ly as we condemn the trai- 
tors. Slavery made them traitors: and we were so corrupt and cruel as to sustain Slavery. To believe that any thing else 
than Slavery either did or could prompt the Rebellion is evidence of the last degree of prejudice and foolishness. No Frée State 
embarked in it; and every Slave State, not even Delaware excepted, would have done so but for the fear of Pree State resist- 
ance. Add to this the avowed purpose of the Rebel leaders to make Slavery the corner stone of the new Nation. And, what 
is more than all, add that nothing short of the impatience, intolerance, imperiousness and contemptuousness generated in an 
ambitious, restless spirit by slaveholding could have sufficed to urge up men to the point of this wild and guilty Rebellion. 


I said that we must put down the Rebellion. God teach our rulers how todo it! They are impoverishing the Nation 
and sacrificing scores of thousands of lives—and but too probably all in vain. Very cheap and very easy is the way to put it 
down; and to put it down surely, and so that it will stay down. Very plain is it too. But our rulers are as yet too blind .te 
see it. Simply take Slavery from the hands of the Rebels, and the Rebellion is ended certainly, entirely and forever. It is 
however immeasurably important both to them and to us that it be taken in the right spirit. I¢ must be taken not vindietively, . 
not with self-complacency and with pharisaical righteousness, but in penitence and pity. Weare to take Slavery from the hands 
of the Rebels as the reasonable parent takes back the knife which with false indulgence he had given to his child. He is more 
disposed to blame himself than to punish the child for the cutting of the furniture and fingers. Conquered the Rebels 
must be in mercy to themselves. Conquered they must be that the country may be saved. Cunquered they must be that a 
Rebellion, which is the most horrible Pro-Slavery Piracy, may be adequately abhorred, and that Civil Government may be ade- 
quately vindicated and honored. Bat it is not for us to magnify their crime ahd invoke its severest punishment. Their Pro- 
Slavery is not balf so guilty as ours. Theirs falls in with their education. Our education forbids ours. Theirs comes of mighty 
temptation. Ours has nothing better to feed on than the poor scraps which Pro-Slavery merchants and manufacturers, politi- 
cians and priests throw out to it. There are many among us who are wont to say that we cannot forgive such men as Davis 
and Stephens and Mason and Slidell. Punished they should be—though not excessively. But when we come to the point of 
forgiveness, the question, which should most engage us, is what we, the greater sinners, shall do in order that’ we may be able 
to forgive ourselves. There is one thing and only one thing to do to this end—and that is to take from the hands of the slave- 
holders the Slavery which we have strengthened in their hands. This done—this mercy rendered to the slaveholders, the slaves 
and ourselyes—and we shall then be at peace with ourselves, or in other words shall have forgiven ourselves. Talk of our ina- 
bility to forgive Rebels! Why every Northern editor who continues to cry against the abolitionists or in othet words to cry 
for Slavery, and every Northern preacher who preaches ramen on the Slavery question and every Northern Member of Con- 
gress who stands in the way of making an instant and clean sweep of Slavery is in important respects a far guiltier upholder of 
the Rebellion than is the worst Rebel who was born and bred a Southern influences. 


Could I have my wish, the chief punishment of the mass of Rebels would be but to wrest Slavery from them? What 
and then leave them to do us all ible harm! But deprived of Slavery they would be as well nigh harinless as serpents 
without fangs. Moreover their disposition to do arm would thén rapidly die ont. It is true that were the slaveholders to 
emancipate under the pressure of the War—and I much fear that they will ere we are ready to doso—they would then be both: 
morally and aeay unconquerable; the nation would be dissolved ; and for a time great evil would ensue both to the North 
and South. But this time would not exceed ageneration. The cause of the division mie Fe out, the South would soon 
sree to get back into the old Nation, the course of whose mountains and rivers shows that it can be divided only unnaturally 

temporarily. 


I said that the lands of the South will be held mainly as now. Bat what will the poor eniancipated landless: blacks-do? 
Just what the poor landless whites will. Both will have to work for those that have land—at least until they are able to buy” 
land. The Blacks will bay it fast.. The African evinces a peculiarly strong love of his “bornin grounds”, and a peculiarly 
strong desire to have a home of his own. During the brief period of Freedom in the British West Indies black men to the 
amount of nearly or quite one hundred thousand have become freeholders. And this too notwithstanding they were much in- 
ferior to ours in intelligence. | |

My saying that the blacks will buy homes at the South implies my assumption that after the war: “ The United States 
(will) shall guarantee to every State in this Union a (real) republican government.” The “ Dred Scott Decision” will no longer 
be law. Men will then buy and sell and exercise all the rights of citizenship, not because of their complexion, but simply be- 
cause they are men. They, who shall still stand out for the “ Black Laws” of [Illinois and other States, will rapidly become few. 
The denial to manhood of the rights of manhood will then be seen to be the guiltiest and the meanest crime. Black Laws, Cu- 
taneous Democracy, Caste-Colonization, Pro-Slavery Sermons, Pro-Slavery Editorials and all that sort of satanic brood 


will then be at immense discount. The War will cost us much treasure and life. But ag the thunder storm, though with dam- 


age here and there from its bolts, is nevertheless a messenger of health, so will the War in purifying the moral and political at- 
mosphere bring us some recompense for our frightful sacrifices in it. 


Will the illiterate and ignorant blacks of the South be allowed to vote? Not unless the illiterate and ignorant whites 
are. There will be no bounty on a black skin. Qualifications for voting and in short for all political and civil rights will, I trust, 
be at the South as in the British West Indies, entirely irrespective of complexion. 


Alas, that the question was ever raised: “ What shall Government do with the blacks, at theclose of the War!” Because 
of our ignorance and prejudice. we have entertained it and been embarrassed by it. Nothing so much as this question has kept 
and still keeps us from prosecuting the War unconditionally and thoroughly, and therefore to a speedy and triumphant result. 
I admit that our leading men are concerned to have the Rebellion put down. Far greater however is the concern of a large 
share of them to have the slaves continued in their chains or colonized. ‘To these the ending of the Rebellion, if it is to be also 
the lifting up of five millions of blacks into fellow citizens, wouid be no joyful prospect. 


Pardon me, dear Sir, for expressing regret that you sent such a Letter to the New York Meeting. I readily admit that 
most of our statesmen would not have written a better one. They would have written a worse one at some pvints. But I 


_ believed that you would be able to rise in this crisis above vulgar statesmanship, and contrast yourself honorably and beautiful- 


ly with its prejudice, narrowness and superstition. I did not suspect that in answer to the thunder calls for the abolition of the 
crime of crimes you tuo would be found proposing conditions. 1 had counted confidently on your readiness to have Slavery 
struck down by the War-Power. I should even have hoped that for a Piracy, and that too the superlative one, you would be 
found to hold that there is no law, and can be no law. I could not doubt that in your eyes no race of men is “ common or un- 
clean” ; and that even in the one which has been more bruised and battered than any other by its unnatural brethren you would 
discern, ay and gratefully and joyfully, the image of the Common Father. 


I am disappointed in you. [am disappointed in many. Nevertheless I do not despair of the nation. It will come out 
of the “ seven times more heated” furnace of this War freed from much dross. It will come out of it not to be still shamed by 
the world for a sham and Pro-Slavery Democracy, but to win the world’s admiration of the beautiful and glorious first fruits 
of a genuine and Anti-Slavery Democracy. Degraded and trampled-on men will be lifted up by this War, and will for the first 
time be invested with sacrednessiand held in honor. Their better conditioned brethren will receive them into fellowship, and 
will henceforth talk less about inferior races and be less disposed to argue an essential and permanent inferiority from a circum- 
stantial and transient one. 

It’s comin yet for a’ that, 


That man to man the warld o’er 
Shall brothers be for a’ that.’ 


Men will yet consent to dwell with men. Preposterous is the hope that before they do: “ The tabernacle of God shall be with 
men and He will dwell with them, and they shall be his people, and God himself shall be with them and be their God.” That 
men consent to dwell with men will ever be the highest proof that God dwells withthem. As the harmony of mankind is the most 
persuasive prayer for the descentvof the Spirit, so is it also the surest evidence that the prayer is heard, and that the Spirit has 
descended. As the recognition of their entire Brotherhood is what God most loves in His children, so is the recognition the 
surest evidence that He dwells with them and in them. 


I do not choose words too strong to express my emotions when | say I am alarmed and distressed at the multiplying in- 
dications that a political Caste-Colonization Party is in process of organization, and that gentlemen of the high standing and An- 
ti-Slavery antecedents of yourself and Senator Doolittle are favoring it. It will, from the first, act in concert with, and will prob- 
ably soon become openly one with, that portion of the Democratic Party which its Pro-Slavery leaders are now at work to ral- 
ly. Such a Colonization Party is distinguishable in name only, and not at all in effect, from an open Pro-Slavery Party. The 
unconditional patriots in the Democratic as well as the Republican Party feel that the present is emphatically no time for such 
work. Until the War which threatens the life of the country is ended, they will have no part in building up the Democratic 
or Republican or any other Party. Until then their one work will be to save the country. 


I deprecate this nascent Colonization Party, not because I fear its success. When Slavery shall be abolished (,and we 
are on the eve of its abolition,) the Party will die. Hatred of the Blacks, which is the pabulam and soul of the Party, gets all 
its life and virus from Slavery. Slavery dead, and the desire to colonize the Blacks would also bedead. You and Senator Doolit- 
tle would find no more sympathy with your scheme. Nay, you would yourselves have no more sympathy with it. And if 
Slavery shall live, even the slaveholders will not consent on any terms to the colonization of the mass of the Blacks, either those 
in or those out of Slavery. They will,as were the slaveholders of Maryland, be found valuing the labor of black men too highly 
to consent to their expulsion from the country. Nor do I deprecate the Party because the first actual attempt to drive five mill- 
ions of useful innocent people out of the nation would begin a war of races in which the dozen millions of blacks in this hemi- 
sphere and the whole civilized world in addition would be against us. For there will never be this first actual attempt. When 
the time for it shall have come the daring and the disposition will both be lacking. 


It is for other reasons that I deprecate this Colonization movement. Its tendency will be to hold back the Government 
from striking at the cause of the War ; and to produce hesitation, diversion, compromise at a moment when the salvation of the 
country calls for blows, immediate, united, and where, at whatever damage to whatever other interest, they will fall most effect- 
ively. Not its least lamentable tendency is to foster in the American people that mean pride of race and that murderous spirit 
of caste by which they have outraged and crushed so many millions, and for which they are now in the righteous providence of 
God called to an account so appalling.

The undersigned Finance Committee, appointed by the General Com- 
mittee, having in charge the reception and care of the sick and wounded 
Soldiers to be sent to this City by the United States Government, beg 
leave to call your attention to the accompanying Circular of the General 
Committee, and ask of you the favor that the same may be communicated 
to the members of your congregation, on the mon.re of the following 
Sabbath. 


The Committee have assumed the responsibilities involved in their 
appointment, believing that our Citizens will promptly place at their dir- 
posal all the means necessary to carry out the benevolent and Christian 
duty assigned to them. Large expenses will have to be incured by them 
in procuring and putting in proper order such buildings, other than the in- 
corporated Hospitals, as may be required, and for other expenditures for the 
relief and comfort of the sick and wounded that may be sent to them, 
beyond the amounts actually allowed by the Government. 


As the wants of the patients assigned to the incorporated Ilospitals are 
provided for by those Institutions, and the amount reimbursed to them by the 
United States Government, no especial appeal is necessary in the:r behalf, ex- 
cept for contributions of clothing, and such articles of relief and comfort, beyond 
the ordinary Tlospital supplies, as the proper care and well being of the sick and 
wounded demands ; but the needs of the General Committee will be large, 
and the claims upon them will most likely be continued for a long period, 
and they therefore ask you to place their appeal, at once, before your Con- 
gregation, that its members may be early advised of the necessities of the 
Committee, and be prepared to send their contributions without delay, to 
either of the undersigned members of the Finance Committec. 


At some early day, an appeal will be made to the liberality of your 
Congregation, in the form of a collection in aid of the fund for the relief of 
sick and wounded Soldiers in charge of this Committee. should ithe found 
necessary to do so.

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The Home Committee present the following brief summary of the proceedings of the Association, since its 
This Association was called into existence under the auspices of the Federal Government, at a public meeting, held at 
the Cooper Institute, on the 22d of February last, in response to an appeal made by General Sherman, on the 6th of’ that 
month, “‘ to the benevolent and philanthropic of the land,” representing that the men, women and children, recently in ‘ 
Slavery near Port Royal, were in need of suitable clothing, if not of other necessaries of life, ‘‘ and that this need would 
probally continue, and eyen increase.” There was testimony from other and equally reliable sources also, that the blacks 
left upon the deserted plantations, within the lines of our army, in South Carolina, were in great destitution and distress ; 
that they were hungry and naked, and must be fed and clothed ; that many were sick and needed physicians and medi- 
cines ; that all were ignorant, and should be taught in order that they might be prepared for freedom. Immediate action ‘ 
was also urged by the Secretary of the Treasury, through Rev’d Mr. French, who was present at the meeting.

The readiness of the meeting-to respond to this appeal was indicated by the resolutions which were passed, and twelve 
citizens were chosen to carry them into effect. 


The Association was then organized, with Judge Edmonds, as President. He acted in that capacity, devoting much 
time and labor to the cause, until the 8th of May, when circumstances compelled him to resign, and Rev’d Dr. Tyng, was 
elected in his stead. 


The Association immediately established a depot for the reception of clothing and other articles of use and necessity, 
made an appeal to the people for contributions, and carried into effect, so far as lay in their power, the plan proposed by 
the Secretary of the Treasury. 


At or about the same time, other Associations, with kindred objects, were formed in Boston, New Haven, and Phila- 
delphia, and a system of co-operation established, by means of which harmony of action was secured. 


Most of the contributions of clothing, provisions, &c. from those cities, were forwarded to their destination, by this 
Association. 


During the months of March and April, seventy-four men and nineteen women, were sent to Port Royal, as Superinten- 
dents and Teachers. 


Among them weré Several Clergymen and Physicians. The Department of labor was under the direction of 
Mr. E. L. ieror Government Agent ; that of teaching under Rev’d Mr. French, commissioned BY our Association. Their 
_provir ot only t “s srintend and direct the labor of the blacks on tl atatiox 

Fodimsate of earning, and to supply tk heir bodily wants, but ay to systematize their egy to encourage them in habits 
of regular industry and to prepare them for civilization, and the freedom to which the nation had called them. 


Some of these persons went as volunteers, without pay, and contributed, from their own means, to the work they had 
undertaken—others, at moderate salaries, paid by the associations of Boston and New York, respectively, who selected and 


commissioned them. 
All accounts concur in testifying to the faithfulness and success with which most of these men and women devoted 
themselves to the welfare of those committed to their charge. They deserve the thanks of the nation and of humanity. 


In spite of the lateness of their arrival—at least six weeks after the proper time to commence planting—in spite of 
their previous want of acquaintance with the requirements and habits of the laborers, their own newness to the work, and 
the fact that the plantations had been stripped of the agricultural implements, the horses and mules needed for cultivation, 
which had to be brought from the North, thus causing further delay, they have planted 15,000 acres with Cotton, Corn, 
Peas, &c. while each family of laborers has its own patch of Corn and Vegetables, for its own use. There is now no doubt 
that, at crop time, the results of this first year of experiment will prove that Cotton can be profitably cultivated by free 
labor in South Carolina.

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The labors of the Teachers have also been well rewarded. The eagerness and aptitude of the blacks, both adults and  — 
children, to learn, equal the most sanguine expectations, and we are informed that there are now nearly 3,000 under 
instruction at Port Royal and the neighborhood, many of whom can already read the Bible. 


We subjoin a list of the articles of “lothing, Provisions, &c. forwarded by and through this Association. They have 


mostly been sent to Port Royal, but some to the District of Columbia, to Newbern and Roanoke Island.

These supplies were not all distributed as free gifts, but in order to encourage self-reliance among the people, the , 
destitute, in many cases, received them as an advance, to be paid for whenever their industry should enable them to do so, ' 4 
while those having some means were charged according to their several abilities, but never more than the actual cost or 
appraised value. Thus the people were taught to consider themselves as purchasers, not paupers, and to look to their own 

exertions for support. The money thus received, has been reinvested in similar articles, for distribution in like manner. 


Such was the work of this association and the kindred societies of other cities, until the appointment of Gen. Saxton, 
as Military Governor of that region where we have principally acted. By our action, the gap between the first occupancy 
of the deserted plantations and the adoption of a decided policy with regard to them and their inhabitants by the Federal 
Government, has been filled, an immense amount of suffering has been prevented, and incalculable good has been done. 
The results of our intervention upon the future welfare of the blacks, not only about Port Royal, but throughout the South 
cannot be estimated. 


The Government has now decided to assume, henceforward, the direction of the labors of the blacks under our charge, 
they have paid to them in advance of the crop, a certain amount per acre of Cotton planted, and hold for their benefit 
a portion of the proceeds of that which has becn collected and sold. The Government also assume the future payment 
of the salaries of the Superintendents of labor and the associations are thus relieved of that expense. 


The teachers, sent out by us, remain, however, at our charge. Gen. Saxton has requested us to send more. Rev’d 
Mr. French, now Superintendent of Instruction, informs ns that as many as fifty can be profitably employed, in addition to 


those already there. We must also continue to send clothing, as many blacks, in a destitute condition, continue to seek 
refuge within our lines. 


We have no doubt that the National Freedmen, as soon as they shall enjoy the full fruits of their industry, will con- 
tribute to the support of the schools, and that the oldest established of these will thus be rendered half-supporting, but we 


hope that, in the meanwhile, our field of labor will be enlarged, and that we may be permitted to extend the blessings of 
Church and School to numbers whom we cannot now teach. 


Thus the work before the Association remains as important as ever, and as much as ever, appeals to the benevolent 
and philanthropic of the land. We ask for contributions of money and clothing. 


The depot of the associtaion is at 400 Broadway, where all contributions of clothing will be thankfully received and 
forwarded. The Treasurer is Joseph B. Collins, 40 Wall Street, to whom gifts in money may be sent. 


Rev. John Dudley who has labored for the cause in Connecticut, with great success, has been appointed agent of 
the Association in the States of Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont. 


Rev. Daniel De Vinné has also been appointed agent for a portion of the State of New York, with like object.

Hon. Horatio Seymovunk, 
Dear Sra, 
I have read your Message: Although som to no party, I 


of the interests of my country, and am deeply and abidingly concerned for their safety. Seldom Saew than when reading the 
Message have I felt the great peril of those interests. For I remember that the utterer of its dangerous doctrines is em phat- 
ically, if not indeed pre-eminently, the mouthpiece of a party comprising nearly half the voters of the Free States. I remember. 
too what great weight with his party have the words of a gentleman of commanding talents, high culture, multiplied influential 
public relations, bland and winning manners, admired social and domestic life. How could I fail to fear that the Democratic 
Party, if not already fully identified with these dangerous doctrines, will by force of such commendations of them soon become so? 


Ist. I find denunciation in the Message; but no denunciation of the rebels. The Cotton States and the New England 
States do in your esteem share about equally in the guilt of the Rebellion. New England, because she suffered her Garrison 
to write against Slavery; and her Phillips to talk against it, is in your eyes as criminal as the bloody men who flew at the 
throat of their unoffending country. New England who, to help put them down, promptly armed hundreds of thousands of her 
cherished sons and promptly poured out scores of millions of her wealth, has no less of your censure and no more of your favor 
than have those bloody men. And yet you propose to put down the Rebellion! But how can this be done if nearly half of us 
are like yourself? How could we have the heart to do it even at little cost—much less at the required cost—if the rebels are 
no worse than the people of New England? And how, if we had the heart, would it be practicable, should you succeed, as is 
your too manifest intent, in arraying the Western and Central States against New England instead of Rebeldom ? 


2d. I eee you still regret that the satanic compromise proposed two years ago was not adopted. I call it satanic because 
it was to be a compromise between two guilty parties at the sole expense—and this too an overwhelming expense—of an inno~ 
cent third party. Fresh outrages were to be heaped upon the negroes—ay and eternized. The malignity of this Democratic 
compromise, which not a few Republicans also favored [,for there are Republicans too who are capeble of being satanized,] ie 
equalled only by its meanness. That they, who could propose further and greater crimes against the guiltless and helpless, 
could still make much account of their Bibles and Churches, argues either their matchless delusion or their matchless brazen- 
ness. I do not say that they would have made themselves better by burning up their Bibles and Churches: but I do say ‘thas 
they would have thereby made themselves infinitely more consistent, 


3d. “The claim of power under martial law” you indignantly and utterly refuse to admit. You say that this clatm 
“asserts that the President may in his discretion declare war.” Ido not believe that it does, and I never before heard that 
it does. You say that it “exalts the military power of the President above his Constitutional rights.” I reply that this power 
is specifically one of those rights, inasmuch as the Constitution makes him the Head of the Army. [I admit that be has no other’ 
official rights than what the Constitution gives him; and you should admit that it is only from martial law or, in other words, 
the law of civilizeé warfare, that he can learn the measure of his rights as Head of the Army. You say that this “ measure is 
fixed by the Constitution.” Rather is it fixed by this martial law which you disparage. It also changes with this law, which 
changes with the progress of civilization. It is true that Congress has power to prescribe rules for war. But, on the other 
hand, it is not only true that it could not provide for a large share of the cases in which the Head of the Army might ind 
himself; but also true that this power of Congress is to be exercised within the limits and according to the character of martial 
law. So long as that law shall forbid the poisoning of food or water or the killing of prisoners or the selling of them into 
slavery Congress has no power to authorize these barbarisms. That a nation may carry on war according to its own laws, be 
they what they will, Christendom would never suffer. These laws must be conformed to the law of civilized warfare. If. it is 
true, as recently reported, that the rebels shot twenty prisoners because they were black, and if also their government shall 
approve it, then will this enormous violation of the conventions of war not only go far to reveal the character of the rebels to 
the eyes of Europe; but it will also go far to damage their cause with her. 


4th. Scouting as you do the doctrine of martial law, it is not strange that you deny the right of the Head of the Army 
to lay hands, even in time of war, on persons in a loyal State. Indeed, you do not admit that he may on persons in a revolted 
one. You decline saying whether such a State has lost any of its rights. Your language clearly implies that it has not lost 
them all. Here, as well as olsewhere in the Message, you treat the rebels as more “ sinned against than sinning.” Doubtless 
you hold that State sovereignty can never die;—no, not even in a State whose people have all turned traitors. Possibly how- 
‘ever you would admit that the Head of the Army has tho right to dispose of the hundred Missouri traitors, who jast within the 
North line of Arkansas are plotting and promoting the destruction of our army and country. But how farcical the distinction 
that he may not dispose of them if, availing themselves of your theory, they return a mile, and claim that they can now perpe- 
trate their treason with impunity, because they are again in their loyal State of Missouri! Moreover, Missouri might, at the 
time, be the principal seat of the war, and the very State in which traitors could most peril and damage our cause. Whilst 
writing this letter, I learn that Springfield in Missouri is besieged by rebels. Does not our army there need the right to 
make the quick and sure military dispositions of both open and supected traitors? Surely it does: and what folly, not to say 
what treason, to deny the right, simply because Springfield is in one of the really or nomina!ly loyal States! Upon your theory 
a single State, and though no larger than Rhode Island or Delaware, might, under its mask of loyalty, by harboring traitors and 
protecting their operations, accomplish the betrayal of the country into the hands of the enemy. Surely, surely, our nation 
could not have meant to leave herself at such fatal disadvantage. She could not have failed’ to mean that, in time of war, her 
military power should be free every where within her borders to deal with traitors in.its own sure and summary ways where 
they could not safely be entrusted to slow, uncertain and what, even though in a profossedly loyal State, might -prove to be 
disloyal civil proceedings. If it be but one ‘State that has broken out in war against the nation, the war power nevertheless 
is entitled to its paramount rule in every State so long as the war shall continue. So long it must havo the right to practise.in 
every State its own means for saving all the States. The military power may not dispose of a man in.a Joyal State!, Amesing 
error! | It many not only arrest him, but reduce his dwelling to ashes. The nas of the Army may; and should, order the acrest 


nt 


of the people of Chambersburgh, ay and the burning of their town, if he is convinced that it is, and if unburnt will remain, s 
nest of traitors. Had it been your purpose so to cripple the President and his Army, as to render the country an easy prey to 
itsenemy, you could not have written more effectually to this end than you have done. You say: The unlimited, uncontrolled 
despotic power claimed under martial law is of itself a reason why it cannot be admitted.” The answer is, that for this very 
reason the power must be admitted. No nation ever did or ever can stand, that does not make martial law supreme in time 
of war. The main reason why the comparatively petty South is still able to resist the gigantic North, is that the one has and 
the other has not a Democratic Party. to hold it back from an unrestricted and successful prosecution of the war. The 
Rebels “let slip their dogs of war.” But the Democrats are constantly intent on leashing ours. You will argue the danger 
of the abuse of this martial law. But that will be no argument against the necessity of the law. It will bo an argument only 
against the madness of running rashly into war. 


5th. You deny.the right of. the Head of the Army to proclaim liberty to the slaves of loyalists. You seem to believe 
that our Government must not only not intend injuries to loyalists, but must so conduct the war that not even incidental inju- 
ries, though afterwards paid for, shall ever befall them. The military commander is however at as full liberty to burn the 
dwelli ling of the loyalist as of the rebel, if in his judgment the necessities of war call for it. It is his right to weaken “the foe 
by calling away from him white or red or black men. He may strengthen his ranks by inviting to them the minor sons of loyal 
fathers and the apprentices of loyal masters. But if he may invite these to break away from their just and natural relations, how 
much more may he invite slaves, be it those of rebels or loyalists, to break away from their infinitely unjast and unnatural re- 
lations! He may not think the slaves to be in any wise fit for his ranks. He may (,and this would be an entirely justifying 
reason;) invite them to leave their rebellious or loyal masters simply because he would thereby reduce the force which produces 
the food and other elements of Southern subsistence and Southern success. In all this the commander would not be saying 
that the relation of master and slave is any less moral than the other relations referred to. He would but be saying that he 
feels bound to do whatever he can in accordance with the laws and usages of civilized warfare to weaken his fue and strengthen 
himeelf. 


6th. Our work, as you interpret it, is to save the Constitution as it was and to “ restore our Union as it was before the 
outbreak of the war.” Right here, at this great error, is it probable that our nation will perish, if perish it must. The break- 
ing out of the Rebellion found the nation so debauched by slavery as to be incapable of meeting the Rebcllion on the one square 
and simple issue of putting it down. For thirty or forty years it had cherished, not to say worshipped, slavery: and nearly all 
its contests during that time for the Constitution and the Union were virtually contests for slavery. ence she had scarcely 
ome to blows with the South before the North found her people divided by feigned, false, impertinent and ruinous issues. Loud 
and incessant was the ery, that the Constitution and Union must be restored. The Democrats and pro-slavery Republicans 
ameéaht a restoration to the intensely pro-slavery interpretation that the one and to the intensely pro-s!avery character that the 
other ‘had reached when the Rebellion broke out. The anti-slavery Republicans were for restoring the Constitution and Union 
‘to what they were held to be-in thoseearly days of the Ropublic when slavery was looked upon as sectional and liberty national. 
A part of the abolitionists said that the Constitution is anti-slavery, and that therefore in the name of the Constitution, as well 
as in the name of God, the Union should also be anti-slavery. And another part said that the Constitution is pro-slavery, and 
that they preferred no Union at all to a Union under a pro-slavery Constitution. 


Oh, had we but been uncorrupted by slavery, how quickly would we have put down the Rebellion, if indeed there could, 
‘in that case, have been a Rebellion to put down! We should then have wasted no time, and produced no division amongst 
sourselves, by talking about the Union, the Constitution or even the Country. Our one purpose then would have been to put 
down the rebels—and to put them down irrespectively of the bearing it might have on whatever interests. Naked plunderers 
and murderers were these entirely unwronged rebels: and they should have been put down with as total a disregard of conse- 
‘quences, as would characterize the single purpose of a stern father in putting down his revolted child. Who doubts that with 
"such a disregard they had been put down instantly ? Suppose that scoundrels in Utica~your adopted and my native home— 
had, with arms in their hands, and using them too, seized her funds, her fire engines and her other corporate property, and that 
‘you had, at the time, been her Mayor ;—would you have sent to the Common Council a Message of the tone and character of that 
you have just sent to the Legislature? Would you have sought in it to divide her cltizens upon a multiplicity of issues re- 
specting the future condition of her Fire Department, her funds and other interests? Ohno! oh no!! You could have made 
no Democratic and no other gain by such an insane policy. You would, beyond a doubt, have sought to unite them in the one 
purpose and one endeavor to subdue and punish the miscreants ;—ay, to subdue and punish them, come what might of Fire De- 
partment, Funds, oreven Utica herself. I am wrong—they would already have been thus united. Such union would have been 
the necessary result ofthe outrage. Only bad counse!s and partisan influences could have disunited them. The people of the 


North were united when they heard of the bombarding of Sumter. But alas our good and patriotic President temporized! The 
spirit, which should have been taken at the flood, was allowed time to subside. Hundreds of thousands of lives, and directly 
‘and indirectly thousands of millions of dollars have already been the penalty of this mistake :—and only too reasonable is the fear 


‘that. the loss of the nation will be needed to complete the penalty. How surely and how quickly would he at that time but for 
thetimidity and hesitancy, ‘which grew out of his pro-slavery education, have saved our wealth and toil from this oppressive 
“taxation, our tens of thousands of bereaved families from their sorrows, and our country from the appalling prospect of her ruin ! 
The Rebellion should have been shot dead at once. Whoever denies it proves therein that he is insensible of its infernal cherac- 


‘ter, and knows not how to deal with such acrime. Or rather, whoever denies it makes room thereby for the suspicion that he 


sympathizes with the Rebellion and isa participant in the crime. At once should the President have brought out the Big 


“Emancipation Gun: and he should have so charged it, and so aimed it, as not to spare one shred of slavery in all the land. . The 


‘Rebellion would have been ended by the first fire. And what right had the rebels to our shrinking and delay ?—rebels who, 
without the least provocation, so malignantly and murderously struck at our all 7—at the life of our country, and therefore at our 


all? A parle 
7 7th. What a sad exhibition efpaety-eneé of the power of ambition, over a great intellect, combined with a gentle and refined 


spirit, is your insisting that slavery shall be re-established ; that the Southern * elements of production must be unimpaired” ; 

and, that nothing short of this “can command the support of the majority of the American people!” Yes, even now when, if 
there ever was, there is no longer any Constitutional obstacle in the way of the slave’s freedom; even now when theslaveholder 
has himself opened the prison door—you are still determined that he shall remain in bondage, and his children and children’s 

children after him—still determined that this shall continue to be a Jand in which multiplying millions have no right to husband 
nor wife nor children nor wages nor bibles nor schools nor to aught else but stripes and insults, tortures of the body and tortures 
of the soul. “You are indeed to be pitied. You were not made tobe what youare. You were made to be a strong and belpful 
and sustaining brother among your poor and needy and weak brethren: not an object of terror but a tower of safety to them. 


You were made not to bolt bat tounbolt the door of the oppressed: not to extinguish but to maltiply and realize their hopes: 
Bat alas! yoar Party turned for strength and success to slavery ; and so entirely identified itself with it that the Party cam live 
only in the life of the monster, and must die when the monster dies. Hence it is that you are what you are, You are stone- 
blind, both morally and politically. You see not God’s hand in this war. You see not that His time has at last come for setting 
free his sable children. So deluded are you, as to imagine that pro-slavery will be popular forever and abolition unpopular forever. 
But the Sun of the Seymours and Rynders and Woods will soon set in darkness : and the Sun of the Garrisons and Phillips and 
Cheevers will soon rise in splendor. Your spurious Democratic Party, deserted as it is by the Dickinsons and Butlers and by 
all, who love country more than party, and freedom more than slavery, will soon pass away, leaving History to tell on one of her 
blackest pages of as base and wicked a Party as ever d.:fied God or trampled on ruan. 


8th. In yout infatuation you propose tocross swords with the President—and this too not figuratively but literally. 
You threaten the forcible supplanting of the military power of the United States by the merely civil power of this single State. 
This is your way of standing by the President in his patriotic endeavors. This is your wey of standing by.your country as she 
reels under the blows of traitors—of traitors in arms and of more effective traitors not in arms—of traitors in the rebellious 
States and of more dangerous traitors in the loyal States. You say that the Union must be preserved. But your means for 
preserving it prove what kind ofa Union it is that you are so intent on preserving. It is a Union for submission to the South. 
A Union fur slavery and for the Democratic Party. You well know that our nation would have gone down very speedily had 
the civil power of Missouri, Kentucky and Maryland been allowed to override the military power of the nation. No man knows 
better than yourself to which side, but for the dread of that military power, the State, whose City shed Massachusetts blood 
would have gone, carrying with her both her civil and her military power. She might have gone South, even though opposed 


by a very large non-slavcholding majority. 


To say that slavery is not the catige of the Rebellion is to say what is infinitely absurd. And yet for you to say it is 
anything but strange. For you are a politician: and as all your political hopes are identified with slavery, you love it, cling to 
it, and are ever alert to screen it from blame. In consenting tolet your idol be held responsible for this horrid. Rebellion, you 
would consent to the only death you dread—your political death. Hence your queer theory thatthe Rebellion resulted from 
the characteristic differences between the people of New England and the people of the Cotton States, I admit the existence of 
theee differences. But who cannot see that they have, in the main, proceeded from slavery. You imply that had there been as 
much homogeneousness between these peoples as is found “ in the portions traversed by the great East and West lines of com- 
merce,’”’ there would have been no Rebellion. [ agree with you. But I bid you remember that this is the homogeneousness of 
anti-slavery “ portions”. For save that one of these “ lines” is partly in the skirts of the slaveholding section of the country, they 
all traverse States consecrated tu Freedom, and only such. I thank you for this illustration of the homogeneousness and peacefal- ; | 
_ ness of the anti-slavery “ portions” of the country—for this illustration of the falseness of your position that swck=thpestiens?,, «i /.u 
- (€e>ebwharegin the responsibility of the Rebellion. You further impty that had there been between the people of New England and the 
people of the Cotton States the homogeneousness there is between the Border Free States and the Border Slave States, the Re- 
bellion would not have been. You enumerate the causes, viz., “ confluent rivers,” &c. &c., to produce this homogeneousness ; 
bat you do not give facts to prove that it has been produced. There are none to give. How can there be facts to prove the 
homogeneousness of two peoples, one of whom holds the family relation sacred, and the other separates its members upon the 
auction block ?7—among one of whom the laborer is counted to be worthy of wages, and among the other of whips ?—among 
the native adult population of one of whom not athird can read, whilst in such population of the other the individual who cannot 
read is a curiosity seldom to be met with? Homogeneousness between the Border Free and Border Slave States! What impu- 
tation could be more insulting to the former, and what more false in the face of the fact that, whilst the Border Free States have 
furnished soldiers but to the loyal army and these cheerfully and abundantly, the Border Slave States, except little Delaware not 
so many, have furnished thousands—nay some, and probably each of them, tens of thousands—of soldiers to the rebel army! 
There is not homogeneousness between Pennsylvania and Maryland; nor between Ohio, Indiana and Illinois on the one hand 
and Kentucky on the other; nor between [owa and Missouri. I admit that the people of Missouri are coming to resemble the 
people of Iowa. But it is only because Missouri is casting off slavery, and hasting to make her grand State the grandest of per- 
haps all the States, and her City the Capital of the Nation, whilst Washington is left to be the University of the Nation. I admit 
that there is a class of men in the Border Free States, and indeed in all the Free States, who are exceedingly homogeneous with 
a class of men in the Border Slave States. I refer to the pro-slavery politicians in each section. Take for instance Gov. Rob- 
inson of Kentucky and yourself. One might be tempted to conclude that the same pen wrote your recent Message and his—so 
equally imbued are they with the pro-slavery spirit ; so equally devoted are they to the Border State policy, which makes the 
saving of slavery paramourt to the saving of the country; and so equally determined are they that even in time of war “ the 
military is and must be subject to the civil authority’ —and must be made and kept so “ at all hazards,” 


I ought to have said in its more proper connection, that such a State as Ohio out lows will not thank you for implying 
that slavery is less repugnant to her moral sense than to New England's; and that ‘Western hatred of oppression is less radi- 
cal than Eastern. 


To bolster up this theory you say (for this is your meaning, and the only meaning that would be at all pertinent to 
the case,) that the border Free and border Slave States came out as one at the breaking out of the Rebellion. This is entirely 
true as regards the former:—but it is glaringly false as regards the latter. Virginia went with the rebels! and fora long time 
there was a strong doubt (,not even yet wholly dispelled.) whether there was not in Maryland and also in Kentucky and Mis- 
souri a majority in favor of going with the rebels. You are constrained to except “Eastern Virginia”—though you do it in a 
way 80 ingenious and artful, that the careless reader would make scarce any account of the exception. Nevertheless this “ East- 
ern Virginia” is several times as populous as the remainder of Virginia. And is it really so, that you did not see that this 
exception, which you make, is fatal to your attempt to prove that slavery is not the cause of the Rebellion? If you did not, 
then is there here another fact of the stone-blindness which has come upon you. Why did Western Virginia cast in her lot with 
the North? Because she has but half a dozen thousand slaves, and wants to get rid of them. And why did Eastern Virginia go 
with the South? Because she has several hundred thousand slaves, and wants to hold and multiply them. Can you doubt 
that Eastern Virginia, had her slave population been as sparse as that of Western Virginia, would have come North? Can 
you doubt that Western Virginia, had hers been as dense as that of Eastern Virginia, would have gone South? 


That the Western and Central Free’States “enlisted warmly in a war for the Union and Constitution” I admit, But your 
implication that New England did not is baldly and cruelly false. That the Administration has abandoned its “sole purpose 
to restore the Union and maintain the Constitution” is a slander. I had no part in bringing it into power, but not the leg 


— 


ready 4m I to do it justicé. And if,as you substantially say, “ the Central and. Western States” have in this gloomy hour, whew 
to stand by the country is to stand by the Administration, given the cold shoulder to the Administration, then it is the slander- 
ers and not tho slancered who are responsible for so calamitous an alienation. I charged you with slandering the Administra- 
tion. . The sole difference between! Democrats, Republicans and Abolitionists at this point where you slander it, is that whilst 
all three agree that the one issue is the salvation of the Constitution and the Union, the Democrats are not willing to have them 
faved at the necessary sacrifice of slavery ; the Republicans are; and the Abolitionists rejoice in the necessity. 


T'o return for a moment to your queer theory. What will not a man do when he is in straits? You would not consent 
{6 the disgrace and ruin of your pro-slavery party, as you would do if you consented to have slavery held responsible for the 
accursed Rebellion. Hence your queer theory, that has not one fact or one semblance of a fact to sustain it. The theory which 
is made from facts is valuable. But the theory to which facts are made is worthless. Emphatically worthless is yours, since 
you have not so much as taken the pains to coin facts, and have substituted for the coinage simple assertion! 


Slavery not the cause of the Rébellion! Then why is it that, whilst every Free State came out instantly in battle array 

yainst “the ‘Rebellion, eleven of the Slave States embarked init, and three, if not indeed all fuur, of the others gave only too 

perpetrate that they also would embark in it but for their fear of Federal troops? Slavery not the cause of the Rebellion! 

Then why is it that the rebels say it is?7—and why is it that they insult the Civilization of the age by making slavery the boast- 

ea corner-stone of their new nation ?7—and by making the first of all the objects of their diabolical movement the protecting, 
spreading and eternizing of slavery ? 


I do not murmur at the providence,’which has brought you again into high political power, On the contrary, I submissively 
Accept it as a part of the penalty of the American people for their oppressions of the poor. Your election, instead of the election 
of the brave and noble man who rejoices in the deliverance of the slave and who with his three sons is in the army of his country 
‘stead of being in the counsels of its foes, is, notwithstanding it is so frightfully calamitous, to be endured as one of our merited 
fnflictions. Every nation prepares its own cup. We have made ours very bitter. Nevertheless we must drink it. Asa part of 
thé ptinishment for our unsarpassed crimes against humanity we may have to witness the failare of all endeavors to save our 
beloved country, and may have to pass through the humiliation of recognizing the Southern Confederacy. But God be praised 
that over against all this deep and unutterable sorrow will be the deep and unatterable joy that the slave is free! In spite of 
‘the inflaence of your Party to the contrary and of your individual and amazing defermination to the contrary, the slave will 
“go -free. Yes, though the guilty nation, with whose continued existence stands connected the highest object of your ambition, 
thay be left to perish, the innocent slave nevertheless shall surely go free. Do you wonder at the positiveness with which 1 
‘express myself at this point? I answer that this being, high above all human purposes and issues in it,a war of God against 
“glavery, pro-slavery men are but fools in it, amd only abolitionists competent to advise in it, and foresee its grand results.

. politicians requited them with scorn. And so frenzied are such politicians nbw, ‘is to purpose to save the country , 
‘by crashing the abolitionists. This however is but as every impenitently wicked people have dealt with their faithful prophets. 


The counsels of the abolitionists—of the men who have made slavery their life-long study—can alone, under God, save 
our appallingly imperilled nation. Every step taken by her in accordance with these connsels is a step in the way of her salva- 
tion ; and her every step to the contrary isin the way to her destruction.

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ORGANIZATION AND PLANS 


OF THE 


Heo Pork Christian Commission for the Army and Habp. 


Tue U.S. Christian Commission was formed Noy. 16, 1861. Its records show that during the past 
six months it has distributed in Camps, Hospitals, and Battle-fields, about three thousand packages of 
religious publications, clothing and stores for sick and wounded—of the estimated value of $100,000— 
through the personal agency of more than 300 Delegates, with results that should fill every Christian 
patriot’s heart with gratitude to God. But “ What are they among so many?” Little more than the 
“five barley loaves and two small fishes” among the “five thousand ” on the coast of Tiberias. It re- 
mains for Christ-like benevolence so to multiply them that the hundred times five thousand of our armed 
sons and brothers may be “filled” with the bread of life. 


The New York Committee of the Christian Commission, in announcing their organization and plans, 
think they do not err in attributing the past comparative neglect of the spiritual wants of the Army and 
Navy in the benefactions of this great city—while many millions have! been cheerfully bestowed to meet 
Military and Sanitary claims, with other generous gifts to feed the starving poor of England—to the palp- 
able and pressing emergencies appealing to patriotism and humanity, and to the lack of unity and system 
in the plans for army evangelization. It will be the aim of the Committee to facilitate the more adequate 
and methodical prosecution of this paramount interest. 


Our Government properly leaves to voluntary Christian benevolence the supply of religious instrue- 
tion for the Army and Navy, whether oral or printed, with the single exception of Chaplaincies. But, 
for the more than five hundred Government vessels, there are not five chaplains afloat; and for our twelve 
hundred Regiments, the number of Chaplains in active service is quite inadequate to the independent 
spiritual care of three-fourths of a million of souls. This widest, neediest and most urgent field of philan- 
thropic and evangelical effort accessible to American Christians the Committee enter, in the name and 
strength of the compassionate Redeemer—a commission from the friends of the soldier and the Saviour, to 
all who need Christian sympathy, counsel, and aid, in Camp, Squadron, Hospital, or Battle-field. 


Field of Operations. 


The New York Committee have assumed the specific oversight and cultivation of the field thus 
defined :— 

1. The Vessels of War fitted out in this harbor, with their transports, and the Squadrons receiving 
their supplies from here: 7. e. the bulk of our entire Naval force. 

2. The Forts, Camps and Naval or Military Hospitals in New York and its vicinity, not otherwise 
cared for. 

3, The Armies, and Military or Naval Hospitals, on the Atlantic Coast—at the mouth of the Chesa- 
peake ; in the Sounds of North Carolina; the Islands of South Carolina and Georgia; the Mainland and 
{slands of Florida and Alabama, and within the military Department of the Gulf of Mexico. 


The aggregate numbet of Sailors and. Soldiers embraced within these limits is estimated at 150,000, 
6f whom not far from one-tenth are in Hospitals. 


Besides caring for this immense interest, the Committee sustain a cordial auxiliary relation to the

General Commission, in Philadelphia, whose operations cover all the remaining Army Departments ; ,and 
they hope to furnish men and means in liberal aid of the National enterprise. 


Plan of Action. 


The proposed plan of operations, based on the successful experience of a year, is simple, direct, eco- 
nomical and efficient. It is this:, 


1. The employment of Christian Delegates, of known capacity and fitness—hitherto chiefly profes- 
sional men or merchants—to convey gratuitously, home comforts to the homeless, friendly counsels to the 
friendless, Gospel messages to the Christless ; to be the medium of communication between the homes of 
soldiers and their tempted, wounded, sick or dying sons, and from the latter to their home-circles ;—in a 
word, to do for our brave men, on the battle-field, or when borne to the Hospital, or mewed up in tents, 
what their fathers and brothers would do for them, if they might. The larger part of this personal minis- 
try will be gratuitous, as heretofore—the offering of Christ-like philanthropy—only the expenses being a 
burden to the Treasury. 


2. The distribution of Moral and Religious Publications—Books, Tracts and Newspapers, by the per- 
sonal agency of Delegates, and through Chaplains, Officers and Christian Soldiers and Sailors, accom- 
panied, when practicable, with religious conversation, social religious meetings and prayer. Such publi- 
cations, wisely selected, are like food for the famishing: as a means of Christian usefulness, they are 
as needful as ammunition to an ariny in battle. 


3. The Personal Distribution of Stores, under the sanction and direction of military and medical 
authorities—as a helpful and sometimes indispensable preliminary to the spiritual objects of the commis- 
sion, and as often a primary Christian duty—for ill-clad, sick, wounded or paroled soldiers, in the emer. 
gencies of battle, in hospitals and camps, and on all fitting occasions. : 


Economical Facilities. 


1. The written commendation of the objects of the Commission by the President, Secretaries of War 
and Navy, Generals, the Surgeon-General, and other officers; and the codperation of the Quartermaster 
and Transport Departments, secure the free and prompt transmission of Delegates, Publications and 
Stores to any part of the field of conflict to which Government transportation extends. 


2. Most of the Railway and Telegraph Companies have generously opened their lines of communica- 
tion gratuitously to the Delegates and Messages of the Commission; and the usual charges for freight, by 
Express or Railway, are either remitted or greatly reduced. 


’. Religious publications are procured in quantities of Societies, Boards and Publishers, on advan- 
tageous terms—say one-half the price to the public, and sometimes gratuitously. It is thus that 35,000 
copies of one religious newspaper are sent periodically to the army at a comparatively trifling cost. The 

sible Society generously donates Testaments in adequate numbers. Were some of the hundreds of thou- 
sands of unused books on the shelves of Christian families dispatched on camp and hospital service, they 
would have a welcome and many a reading. 


With these and other unusual facilities, however, and with the utmost economy of administration, 
the prosecution of these plans ona scale graduated by Providential openings and claims, will demand 
very large sums of money. But if Christian patriotism has not staggered under the burdens of this 
gigantic war, surely Christian benevolence will not shrink from proportionate sacrifices for the physical 
comfort and spiritual necessities of the men who fight our battles. Whatever be the expenditure of 
.money or labor, it cannot but be the determination of a liberal and prospered Christian community to 


+ » fe ‘ia 
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employ both in the measure requisite for the supply of all who face danger and death for a righteous 
cause, with every available means of personal and religious improvement. 


What is money worth with. 
out free institutions ? 


What is it worth compared with the gospel of Christ? What, when accessible 
souls are to be saved or lost ? 


Even our enemies understand the power of the religious element, and seek to stimulate it to fanat- 


icism. They boast the Superior moral and religious condition of their troops! Let us see to it that the 
agencies of a living Christianity are so multiplied and so comprehensive as to pervade our Army and Navy : 


then, the dawn of peace, and the return of our citizen-soldiers to their homes will furnish occasions for 
unmingled gratulation to patriots and Christians.

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ERRIT SMITH TO DOCTOR CHEEVER. 


Perersorzo March 6th 1863. 
Rev. Dr. G. B. Cuzever, New York, 


My pear Sir, 
. I have read your review of Bishop Colenso’s Criticisms 
-on the Pentateuch. 
That men cannot believe in God without believing “in every part of the Scriptures” —“in their perfect and infallible 
‘trath and certainty”—is, as I was aware, a doctrine of most of the churches. Nevertheless I was somewhat surprised to find 
‘that this exceedingly harsh doctrine has your sanction. 


I readily admit that, in the sense of loving God, men cannot believe in Him unless they also believe in the great moral 
principles and precepts of thé Bible. It is only the good heart that lovinglybelieves in God. Such a heart, wherever or when- 
ever found—be it in the depths of Africa or antiquity—never fails to respond to those principles and precepts. But there are 
large portions of this book, belief or unbelief in which is a purely intellectual exercise. Whether a particular battle is or is not 
in all respects rightly described in it is a question of evidence. Precisely the same kind or degree of evidence may not come 
before all who are gathering it. Ard even if there should, nevertheless {rom the difference between them, constitutional as 
well as educational, they might not be able to arrive at the same conclusion. Half the jurors believe that the evidence is suffi- 
cient to convict the accused, and the other half do not. One man can resist the multiplied proofs that the human race has 
existed on the earth more than six thousand years, and another is obliged to yield tothem. To say that some persons are so 
prejadiced against the Bible as to be incapable of deciding fairly or according to evidence, is but to open the door for the reply 
that some persons are so partial to it that they cannot decide impartially on any thing in it. Nevertheless whatever may be the 
play of prejudice or partiality in solving this question about the battle, it remains true that it must be solved by means of evi- 
dence. But the question whether we shall lovingly believe in God finds its solution in the affections of the heart rather than in 
evidence—overflowing and convincing as is the evidence. Insist, I care not how intolerantly, that all men shall believe in essen- 
tial and eternal goodoess. He is a bad man who does not believe in it. Bat do not condemn men for believing or disbelieving 
in that, which with a good heart they may either believe or disbelieve in. 


Perhaps you will say that there is not this room, which I claim there is, for an honest difference of judgment. Perhaps 
you will say that here is no occasion for summoning and sifting witnesses: and that the miracles of the Bible prove beyond 
all possible question the truth of every part of the Bible. I might admit that whoever had the miracles needed no more proof 
of what they prove, and had no right to call formore. But we have only the record of the miracles: and this record, it must be 
borne in mind, can prove nothing until itself is proved. Moreover as we are favored with no miracles for proving the truth 
of the record, we are obliged to set about proving it in the common method of proving records. I do not forget that the practice 
is to cite the miracles for the truth of the Bible and the Bible for the truth of the miracles. But this glaring instance of vicious 
circular reasoning forcibly reminds one of the servant who, in answer to his master’s quickly successive inquiries for the harrow 
and the plough, said that the harrow was with the plough and the plough with the harrow. 


It is much insisted on that whoever really believes in one part of the Bible believes in every other part of it. It is true 
that he, who really believes in the inculcations of justice and mercy in one part of the Bible, must from the nature of things 
believe in the like inculcations in other parts of it. Bat surely there is no such natural connexion between all parts of the 
Bible, as makes belief in some of them necessitate belief in the others. It is not a necessity in the nature of things, that 
belief in the story of Samson should go along with belief in the Sermon on the Mount. In the justice and love which 
Jesus taught I am compelled by the nature of things—by my own nature—to believe. But I am under no such compulsion to 
believe that he was born here rather than there—this year rather than that. To believe in the justice and love I need not go 
out of myself for evidence: but I must do so in order to believe in the other. The testimony of my heart suffices in the former 
case. But in the latter I must scek for other and outward testimony. It will be said that if we are not sure of the truth of 
what the Bible says of the birth of Christ, we cannot be sure that it truly ascribes to him such high and heavenly utterances. 
I admit we cannot be. Nevertheless of the utterances and their matchless power—and this is the great point—we are sure. And 
sure too are we that tbe uttcrer, whatever his name, whenever or wherever born, spake as “ never man spake,” and stood upon 
an immeasurably higher plane of life than man ever stood upon before. I am not entirely certain when or where Shakspeare 
was born, nor that he wrote the plays ascribed to him. But I am certain of the plays and of their power to stir the soul: and 
certain am I also that whoever, whenever, wherever ho was that wrote them, he was incomparably the greatest of all known 
dramatists. And now, compared with these certainties, what else is there in al] this connexion of any value? 


It is often said that we must believe in the possibility of the miracles, because the miracles Jesus wrought are nceded 
to prove his divinity. It is his words, that prove his divinity. The power to work miracles can be claimed for any man; and 
with such evidence, as would convince multitudes. But there has been only one man from whom the divine words attributed 
to Jesus could have proceeded. The celebrated Brahmin, Rammohun Roy, omitted the miracles from his translation of the 
New Testament—for the reason that the Jewish miracles being so infinitely surpassed in wondrousness by the Hindoo miracles, 
would serve rather to disparage than exalt the precious and sublime truths with which they stand connected. Then, again, it is 
so difficult to prove the truth of ancient miracles to those who deny the truth of modern miracles, How can one, who, requiring 
evidence for all his beliefs, refuses faith in the liquefaction of the blood of St. Januarius, give his assent to a miracle far back in 
the depths of antiquity ? The miracle in the former case is attested by known and living witnesses—but in the latter by un- 
known and dead oties. How can he then, provided he be swayed less by superstition than by evidence, utterly reject the former 
miracle and be entirely sure of the latter one ? 


I wish with all my heart that you would be content to teach only the one true religion, which you do teach, and to leave it to 
others to teach the nomiual and mistaken religions. This one true or natural religion is the same in all lands and all ages. It 
is this which made beautiful and sublime the lives of Confucius, Socrates and Plato. It is this which shone pre-eminently, ay 
culminated, in the life of Jesas. It is of this that your own honest, earnest, strong life comes. It is the religion of human 
nature; and it is inspired by the Author of all nature. It is a simple as it needs to be in order to be the religion of the simple 
masses. The unlearned can both understand and practise it. Thoasands of the slaves, who are now coming forth from the 
great American Prison House, prove that they who know nothing eles may nevertheless know thie religion. 


“? “Greatly do they err who suppose that Jesus was the author of a religion. He taught no other than this religion of na- 
“ae which great and good men of sll the climes and all the centuries had taught before. He but summoned men to be true-to 
‘the old religion—to ‘the demands or religion of their own unchanged’ and unchangeable nature.’ This nature hé recognizes to be 
their safficient instructor in their religious daties; and hence does he inquire of them: * Why judge ye not even of yourselves 
what is right?” — , 


I said that this religion is simple. Paul makes it nothing clse than to “love thy neighbor as thyself; ;” and Jesus sums 
it aH upim doing as‘we would be done by. That to Him who made us capable of this — love, and whose name is “Lore, . we 
, owe supreme love, is an irresistible inf:rence. 


Bat although there is only one true religion, there are innumerable conventional religions. It is omly a very smal! pro- 
portion of men who have the true religion, A very large proportion have a conventional one. Even those, who have the true 
‘religion, have with comparatively: few exceptions-9 conventional religion also. Meet with a Hindoo or Persian or Turk, who 
thas the true religion, or in other words a heart to.deal justly with his neighbor in all things—and, with scarce an instance to 
the contrary, you find that he combines with it a conventional religion drawn from his Sacred Books. -So too it is but.a very 
smal} proportion of the religiously just men of Christendom, be they Jews or Gentiles, who to their true or natural religion do 
‘not add:some one of the false and artificial religions, which are claimed to be authorized by Jewish writings. Do not understand 
‘me to say that the true religion is not/also to be found in the Vedas, the Zendavesta, the Koran and the Bible. Each inculcates 
it-—the Bible with)infinitely more clearness, fullness and power than does any of the other Sacred Buoks. Nevertheless from 
each of them are materials drawn to build up unnatural and false religions. | 


‘T do not forget that they who unite with the true religion a conventional one make the latter an essential part of the 
former. Very certain is it that they do so, who draw their conventional religion from the Bible. This is manifestly the case 
with yourself. But these conventional religions contain much that is at war with the natural or true religion—much that is 
repugnant to the moral sense produced by the latter. Even the conventional religion made up from the Bible is‘ obnoxious to 
this censure. For instance, it requires us to believe that God loved Jacob and hated Esau, “ being not yet born, neither having 
done any good or evil.” Will it be said that He loved the one and hated the other for what they would become? But Jacob 
became a mean man and Esau a magnanimous one. Again, it requires us to believe that God gave Saul’s wives into David’s 
bosom, and laid him under obligations of gratitude for it. And, again, it requires us to believe that there may be upon God’s 
authority wholesale slaughters of women and children. 


‘Alas, the innumerable and appalling proofs in all ages of the disparaging and neutralizing of the natural or true religion by 
coupling with it a conventional and false religion! ©The Rev. Dr. Thomas Worcester of Boston is reputed to be a very good 
man. Nevertheless he admits that until very recently he believed “Slavery to be a good thing”—in other words, the system, 
which forbids marriage and parental rights and all rights and markets men as beasts, “to bea good thing”. Whence did he derive 
‘this belief? Evidently not from his natural or true religion but from the conventional and false one which he had unheppily 
‘combined with it. All over the Southern half of our country and extensively over the Northern half also Slavery is held to be 
right, on the ground that the Bible makes it right. I agree with you that the Bible condemns it. But good men differ at ‘this 
point ; and bad men so read it, as to suit themselves. The natural religion—the religion of doing as you would be done by— 
instantly and utterly forbids slavery. Noman would be asiave, And, were there no pro-slavyery conventional religion in 
which their conscience could find shelter, few could brace themselves up to be slaveholders, and none would be allowed to 
be. Thrice happy for the interests of freedom and humanity that you read the Bible to be against slavery! But, alas, should 
you in some new light shed upon its meaning come to read it otherwise, then; though all nature cries: out trompet-tongued 
‘against the abomination, you would be for it! For with you that Book is above all nature. Or if you prefer it, that Book is 
‘with you the supreme and authoritative interpreter of nature. 


».. .. In my reference to miracles I did not deny their possibility. I agree with you that your conventional religion (,I1 speak 
mot now of your true one,) needs miracles to authenticate it. I add that there is not a little of beautiful fitness in proving the 
religion which is a war upon nature by miracles which are also a war upon nature. On the other hand you will agrce with me 
‘that if the true religion is the simple and obvious — which I have defined it to be, miracles are no more needed to prove 
at than to prove the Sun in the heavens. 


This breaking up of the Churches, which has begun in our day, does, I confess, bring no sorrow to my heart. Her way 
must be clean swept of them before Truth can “have free course and be glorified.” They are the bulwarks of superstition in- 
stead of religion. They are huge conventionalisms, which have usurped the place of nature, and the place of the simple, rational 
churches of Jesus Christ. They are, and none the less effectively because unintentionally, the great enemies of human progress, 
human holiness and human happiness. I rejoiced to see right feeling for the slave—in one word, religion—break up the Bap- 
tist Church and the Methodist Church. For this breaking up not only proves that religion finds hearts in these churches which 
she can work upon ; but it awakens the reasonable hope that large portions of their members will continue to improve and to go 
onward and upward until they shall at last have eliminated from their creeds all the conventional and artificial, and be prepared 
to take part in building up the church of the one true religion. And now I rejoice to see that science is beginniag to break up 
the Church of England. It would be an entirely reasonable expectation, that the Baptist and Methodist Churches, charac- 
terized as they are by a wider diffusion of picty than of learning, might be torn asunder by a religious question, As reasonably 
would it be expected that science might make breaches in the Church of England—a Church in which there are so many who 
appreciate science—a Charch which, notwithstanding the much heartfelt and holy worship in it, is nevertheless more distin- 
guished for its learning than for its piety. The only way to have held back Colenso and the Authors of the celebrated “ Essayn 
and Reviews” from being disturbing forces in the Ohurch of England was to have held them back from Geology, Astronomy and 
the other fields of science. And the only way to prevent others from following them and becoming even disrupting forces in that 
Charch is to roll back the wheels of civilization. To secure the Bible from all possible criticism, they will have to be rolled back 
not only to the comparatively recent date, when belief in God’s authority for polygamy and the most savage warfare was 
well nigh universal; but they will have to be rolled back to those early centuries, when none doubted that the Sun and the 
Moon were made but to be candles for the Earth. 


__ You ought not to wonder at the modern growth of infidelity. It is infidelity to conventional and superstitious religions 
—to religions unadapted to modern times. Ages, which believed in Astrology, Alchemy and the hanging of witches and the 
wildest doctrines and usages of an all-swaying superstition, could of course, and very consistently and easily, resign themselves 
to such religions. But it is not strange thatan age, which pats Astronomy in the place of Astrology, and Chemistry in the 
place of Alchemy, and enlightened laws in the place of fanatical traditions, and which is coming up rapidly out of the slough of 
ignorance and superstition toward the summits of science, should be weary of such religions and impatient to throw them off. 


| You long for the enlightenment and blessedness of the whole earth. SodolI. Bat it is mainly in very different way 
that we seek to accomplish it. You would supplant with the Jewish Sacred Books the Sacred Books of a!l other peoples. I 
on the contrary, would call upon the disciples of Mohamedanism and of all the other religions to learn, love and practice that one 
religion of reason, nature and Jesus, which is common to all these Books. | 


How vain the hope that the Turks, the Persians, the Chinese or Hindoos will ever consent to cast upon their most cher- 
ished names and writings the contempt, which they would cast upon them, should they acknowledge the Jewish Books to be 
true and their own to be falseo! But how reasonable the hope that as all shall come to know, love and prsctice the one true 
religion, the interest of all in their respective Sacred Books, save only in those portions of them which partake of and illustrate 
the essence of that religion, will pass away forever. 


The churches must go down before the powers of religion and science. Their walls are not impervious to the heavenly 
influences of the one, nor have they strength to resist the increasingly mighty assaults of the other. And as surely as thes® 
charches shall go down, others will take their places, that will teach and illustrate the religion of reason and nature 3; and that 
will know men not by their theological metaphysics and mysteries, but solely as the Great Teacher of the religion of nature and 
reason requires, “‘ by their fruits.” But these churches of a conventional religion will linger for ages. Science is not yot ripe 
enough, nor diffused enough, to perform its part in overthrowing them. A portion of the scientific men, who concern themselves 
about religion, had embraced their conventional religion before their minds were stored with science and their habits of exact- 
ing legitimate and ample evidence for their beliefs were formed. Such will be like to live and die in the superstition, that their 
religion is too sacred to be put upon trial. Then a much larger portion of the men of science, though despising this superstition, 
do, like other men, care for the public favor and the advantages that come of it. Hence they conclude to drift along with the 
superstition, instead of exercising the courage to expose and overthrow it. Not until science shall be far more spread through 
the masses, and not until it shall become so sound and uncompromising, as to require all things, and that too even in the de- 
partment of religion, tu be proved, will a large share of the scientific men strike boldly at the absurdities in the religious systems, 
But they will do so then. For then it will not be unpopular to do so; and therefore not unsafe to their interests. Then they 
will find willing hearers—a good soil to cast the seeds of scepticism into. Sceptics are much dreaded. Nevertheless the world 
will never have its race of sound believers until it has first had its race of enlightened and honest sceptics. 


In the meantime however, and whilst science is mustering its forces for its final and effectual onset upon these ar- 
tificial and superstitious religions and their churches, here one man and there another, who can afford the personal loss of strik- 
ing at hoary and popular errors, and who are willing for conscience and truth’s sake to incur hatred and scorn, must continue 
their protests against identifying religion with things which are no part of religion, and with things which misrepresent, conflict 
with, and neutralize it. 


I hope you will not be offended at what I have written:—and yet I cannot be entirely sure that you will not. For I am 
aware that one part of the orthodox training is, that nothing in the whole range of orthodoxy isan open question, or liable to a 
wise and an honest doubt. Hence I was not surprised to find you making light of both the sense and the candor of Bishop Colenso. 


It is this perfect confidence that in the whole huge bundle of beliefs, which make up orthodoxy, be it in Christendom or 
Hindostan or elsewhere, there is not the slightest flaw, nor aught which a man sound in both head and heart can find to criticise 
—it is this, which renders religious reformation, be it in Christendom or Heathendom, so difficult and so distant. 


The political economist allows me to confront him. Often hasa slaveholder heard my Aati-Slavery patiently and kindly. 
Ofven so has a rumseller heard my Temperance. But when I speak on religion, many of my neighbors, and those of them too who 
for thirty or forty years have heard me quite willingly on all other subjects, refuse to hear me. They are too civil and too kind 
to say either that I am foolish or dishonest: and yet, when religion is my theme, they can hardly help feeling that I am one or 
the other, if not indeed both—so almost impossible is it for them to conceive that a man can have both sense and candor, or even 
either, who ventures a doubt on anything in orthodox theology. 


Theology! Theology!! Oh, how the poor world has in all ages been cursed by it! But gradually, though slowly, one 
thing after another escapes from its thraldom to theology. Now it is Geology ; and now it is Astronomy; and by and by, in the 
progress of science and civilization, religion itself will escape from it.

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FIRST ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


NATIONAL FREBDMAN'S RELIEX ASSOCIATION. 


New York, February 19th, 18363.

This Association originated at a meeting held in the hall of the Cooper In- 
stitute, on the 20th February, 1862, in response to an appeal from Gen, SHER- 
MAN and Commodore Dupont, representing in a General Order, dated the 6th 
of that month, the helpless condition of the blacks within the vast area occu- 
pied by the forces under their command, and calling upon the benevolent and 
philanthropic of the land for aid. 

At that meeting the following gentlemen: 

WM. C. BRYANT, WM. ALLEN BUTLER, 

STEPHEN H. TYNG, GEORGE C. WARD, 

CHARLES C. LEIGH, MANSFIELD FRENCH, 

CHARLES GOULD, JOSEPH B. COLLINS, 

FRANCIS G. SHAW, EDGAR KETCHUM, 

JOHUN W. EDMONDS, 

were appointed to organize an Association, to make a special appeal to the 
public, to appoint suitable teachers to instruct the Freedmen in industrial and 
mechanical arts, in the rudiments of education, the principles of Christianity, 
their accountability to the laws of God and man, their relation to each other 
as social beings, and all that might be necessary to render them competent 
to sustain themselves as members of a civilized society :— 

In pursuance of this appointment and of these instructions, the Committee 
met on the 22nd day of February, 1862, and organized the NATIONAL FREED- 
MAN'S RELIEF ASSOCIATION, declaring its objects to be as above stated, and 
requesting the co-operation and aid of Societies formed or to be formed in 
other cities, having the like purpose in view. 

To attain the end proposed, so far as might be within the reach of the As- 
sociation, the following plan, with regard to the treatment of the blacks, was 
adopted : 

I. They must be treated as Freemen. 

Il, As such they must earn their livelihood, as we do, and not be de- 
pendent on charity. 

III. Their labor must be performed under a well-organized superintendence. 

IV. They will receive compensation for their labor, in the shape of daily 
wages, reserving thereout a sufficient percentage to defray the cost of super- 
intendence. 

V. As soon as their labor shall be organized, they will be required to pro- 
vide their own support. 

VL. In the meanwhile, and until their earnings shall provide the means of 
their support, they will be aided with food, clothing, and shelter, but such 
supplies shall be charged to them as advances, to be paid by the receiver, 
without interest. 

VII. They may erect tenements on the land, and occupy them, free of 
charge, but when they occupy tenements erected or supplied by the Associa- 
tion, they shall pay rent. 

VIII. Schools and churches shall be established among them, and the sick 
be cared for. 

IX. No idlers will be allowed among them, but all must work who can. 

X. Each one will be encouraged to raise on his own ground such articles 
of food as his family may require, and be so taught gardening as to raise 
quantities for the army and navy, and other markets. 

XI. To guard against imposition upon their ignorance and inexperience, 
no stores will be allowed among them except those licensed by the Asso- 
ciation. 

The usual officers were appointed, also auxiliary Committees, of clergymen 
and of women, to aid in carrying into effect the objects of the Association, 
A warehouse for the reception of donations of clothing and other needed 


supplies was opened first at 320 Broadway, subsequently at 400 Broadway, 


which is still oceupied for that purpose. 

An appeal to the public for aid was made through the papers, and to the 
churches by their pastors. Agents were appointed to solicit donations of 
clothing, food and money. The Nutional Government granted the privilege 


of free transportation on Government vessels for supplies sent by the Associ- 


_ ation, also free passage and subsistence for agents and teachers, and rations 


for such while in its employ. 


Harmony of action was established with the Edueational Commission of 


| Boston and the Port Royal Relief Committee of Philadelphia—the principal port 
_ of departure being New York—by which this Association was enabled to render 


them material assistance, and other societies were formed auxiliary to this 


| Association. 


During the months of March and April seventy-four men and nineteen 
women were sent to Port Royal as superintendents and teacher-, amoug 
them several clergymen and physicians. Some went as volunteers, without 
pay, ond contributed from their own means to the work they had undertaken ; 
others at moderate salaries, paid by the Associations of New York and 


Boston, who respectively selected and commissioned them. 


When these first colonists arrived at Port Royal they were met by a vast 
amount of prejudice and by the opposition of interested persons, who desired 
to work the land and the laborers for theirown benefit. Strong in their good 
purpose, they persevered in the face of opposition and ridicule, and their 


| perseverance was crowned with success, in spite of the lateness of their 


arrival—at least six weeks after the proper time to commence planting—ip 
spite of their own newness to the work, their previous want of acquaintance 
with the havits and requirements of the laborers, and the fact that the planta- 
tions had been stripped of fences, agricultural implements, and the animals 
required for their proper cultivation. 

The success of this first year’s experiment, while not equalling the hopes of 
the most sanguine, has been such as greatly to cheer us and to encourage us 
to perseverance, and to redouble our efforts—indeed it has been as great as 
could have been expected under the disadvantageous circumstances which 
have attended it. 

Fifteen thousand acres were planted in cotton and other crops, while each 
family of laborers cultivated, in addition, its own patch of corn and vegetables. 
Large crops of corn, peas, &c., have been raised, sufficient to feed the laborers 
until the next harvest. The cotton crop has proved only a partial success, 
owing to the lateness of the planting, the abandonment, from military neces- 
sity, of a large area of land planted, the re-appearance this year of the terribly 
destructive septennial caterpillar, and the withdrawal from the plantations of 
most of the able-bodied men for service in the Quartermaster’s Department, 
the hospital, and the Negro brigade. 


That this partial failure has not caused, or been attended by, any expense 
to the National Government, will be seen by the following statement furnished 
by the U. 8. Cotton Agent in this city:

To our Monthly Meetings and Friends individually : 


The near approach of Winter constrains us again to invite you to a consideration of the colored 
people just emerging from oppression’s grasp, through no fault of theirs, destitute and suffering, and to urge you 
to lend them an attentive ear, an open heart, and a willing hand. 

By helping the poor we manifest our 'ove and allegiance to Him who said “ The poor ye have always with 
you, and whensoever ye will ye may do them good,” and Who recognizes as done unto Himself acts of merey and of 
love to the least of His children. And when we remember how much of our comfort has been derived from the 
labor and the sufferings of the slave, should we not be stimulated to increased activity and liberality to aid them in 


this day of their great need ? 


The Refugees continue to come under the Government of the United States in large numbers, and in the 
most abject destitution. The Government in many cases furnishes rations, but clothing, instruction and care they 
require from those who though no more deserving have been greatly more blessed. Most of the men are quickly 
employed by the Government, and being taken a great distance from their families, are able to render them but 
little aid. Large numbers of women and children, also the aged and infirm are suffering greatly, being in entire 
destitution, and many dying from want. 

Two members of this Committee recently visited the “Contraband Camp,” at Washington. They found 
its condition very much improved since last year. It contains women and children, the aged and sick, very few men. 
One old man, who, when fourteen years of age, rowed General Washington across the Rapahannock, makes combs 
and sells them. The rooms, though not large, are occupied by from ten to fourteen persons cach. The women able 


to work can maintain themselves, but large nutnbers are coming in almost daily who need clothing, shoes atid help. 


Our Committee saw a poor but intelligent woman sitting on the ground at her room door knitting; last 
winter she was sick in the Hospital, and while there, her feet and legs were so badly frozen that, amputation was 


rendered necessary above the knee. Dear Friends let us think of this, in the midst of our abundange, and con- 


tribute liberally to place their Hospitals in better condition. During the past fourteen months, more than twelve 
hundred cases yf Small-Pox have passed through the Hospital at Washington, and every one needs a change of 


clothing. 
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greater need. 
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Our Committee at the same time visited Alexandria, and found there ample evidence that those refugees 
wha had been there for some time had endeavored with much success to help themselves. Less than four ‘months 
ago,-a poor crippled refugee put up a small shanty, costing thirty-nine dollars. Now there are more than two hun- 
dred small frame houses, costing from forty to three hundred dollars each, erected and owned by the freed people 
and oceupied by about fifteen hundred persons. They pay an annual rent for the ground; any common poor room 


will rent to these people for five dollars per month, and the demand is much beyond the supply. 


The house was pointed out where now resides an old lady, a late slaveholder of Culpepper Co., Va. Having 
lost all by the war, she fied in entire destitution to Alexandria, where two of her former slaves found her, and have 


ever since provided for her, which they expect to continue to do until her death. 


There are many sick at Alexandria, and the fresh arrivals, sometimes more than a ‘hundred per day, need 
shoes, clothing, everything ; but clad properly they are soon ready to work and help themselves. There. are now 
about five thousand of them at this place. In Sixth month last, twelve hundred rations were furnished by: the Govern- 


ment; in’ Ninth month but three hundred and fifty, which shows how extensively they have provided for 


themselves. 


The Committee take pleasure in reporting their belief that the agents employed in distributing the contribu- 
sine entrusted to their care, are entirely reliable and faithful to their trust. Several of these are members of our 
own Society. The personal attention of those capable of helping and protecting these poor people is much needed. 
but fully to meet this want liberal funds are required. The Committee are now negotiating with two more Friends, 
who it is hoped will also soon be actively engaged in caring for and instructing the refugees, and a sub-commit- 
tee of two Friends of our own number have just been appointed to make another personal examination of the present 


situation of these poor people, at the various camps and depots to which our supplies are usually sent. 


The Committee employ Harriet Jacobs as their agent in Alexandria, by whom clothing, bedding, ete. is 
given when necessary, but from those who are able payment is received. Over four hundred dollars have from this 
source been received by our Treasurer since last Yearly Meeting, to be again invested in goods for them. The Com- 


mittee regard it important in all cases where practicable to teach them to depend on themselves. 


‘Whats given is very gratefully received. One poor woman on being told a garment handed to her was 


sent by: Friends in the North said, “I will ask Jesus to give me a prayer for them that will reach to Heaven.”

Tn confirmation of our last report a worthy physician residing among them at this point informs us he does 


"not know what these poor people would have done last winter but for the assistance recéived from Friends. Tt was 


most valuable, and doubtless many lives were saved by it: Now another winter is at hand and probably yet 


The same tale of large arrivals from slavery may be told of Yorktown, Hampton, Portsmouth, Norfolk, 


Fortress Monroe and every other point where the freedmen can find a refuge, and their appeal should not be in vain.

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A Friend from Camp Hamilton, Fortress Monroe, writes, “10 mo. 26th, “At Fort York and Gloucester Point there 
are about three thousand refugees. There is.a small schoo! kept by a colored man held out of doors. He receives 
rations and one dollar per month. Going through the Camp I found them in extreme destitution for want of 
medicine and clothing. The women and children must suffer much next winter, unless supplied with warm clothing 


and shoes.”’ 


In another letter from the same Friend at Fortress Monroe, we read “Many who can obtain work, get 
along very well. They patch their clothes, so long as there is any thing to put a patch on. Within a circuit of four 
miles of Camp Hamilton there is a population of five thousand, mostly women and children. Many of these are 
supported by Government rations, but entirely dependent on the benevolent for clothing, and I do not know what they 


will do for the winter.” - 


In Portsmouth and Norfolk Va. and neighborhoods there are about twenty thousand freedmen. 
Their habitations are dilapidated houses, sheds and barns, open, cold and comfortless, They have no means, 
no work except little jobs for which they get but poorly paid, and our correspondent says that though there are 
about nine thousand children, it is safe to predict that by the coming Twelfth month there will not be one 
thousand pairs of shoes among them to cover their naked feet, unless they be sent from the North. She continues “A 
chilly dreary winter is before us. Last winter I followed scores of children to their. graves who but for cold and 
hunger would have been here to-day.” Let our own children in their happy homes think on these desolate ones, and 
by their contributions many a poor child may be saved from much suffering. We feel assured that if we could 
represent the case of the poor colored children to them as it is, many hearts would be tendered and fingers made 
active to find something to give to warm and comfort others so much more desolate than themselves. The colored 
people are generally very sensitive to cold, and when it comes there will be great suffering unless Friends and others 


are very liberal and very prompt in forwarding subscriptions in money and clothing to relieve them. 


Another Correspondent describing the condition of things at Yorktown, Va. which is rather more isolated 
than some other points says, “10th mo. 19. It is painful to see them flock round the carriage and beg for a little 


medicine for the sick and dying. They have no physician.” 


Again from Norfolk, Va. under date of 10th mo., “They come to us destitute generally of clothing, but 


thanks to the summer’s sun we do not break our hearts when we point to our empty store houses and say they me 
‘Nay. But we tremble with anxiety when we think of the want and suffering that must come with the wintry qty; “% .

necessities of millions of suffering women and children, as well 4s men, heed this friendly appeal. 


THE NUMBERS OF THE FREEDMEN. 


The numbers freed in the progress of the war, prior to the President’s pro- 
clamation, was no doubt correctly estimated at about two hundred thousand, 
at the different points where our army had made a stand. The proclamation 
of freedom frees, as rapidly as they can reach our lines, more than three mil- 
lions. 


They are coming in. Those who suppose the proclamation inopera- 


tive, entirely misapprehend the matter. Here is an extract from a recent 
letter from Washington, D. C., from an intelligent gentleman of the Treasury 
Department, interested for the freedmen, which throws a flood of light 
upon the subject:—*‘* Gen'l WorDsWoRTH, now on the Rapahannock, writes 
that we must soon expect to be overwhelmed with fresh arrivals of liomeless, 
hungry, sick and naked coatrabands. The military Governor has given us 
notice that we must prepare for an avalanche. Under these circumstances 
we must appeal to you again for such aid of clothing and other supplies as 
you can furnish.” This work is now extensive, entirely beyond our means, 


and must become more so. 
THE EXTREME NECESSITIES OF THE FREEDMEN. 

Does any one deem it singular that these thousands, especially the old and 
infirm, and children, should be in necessitous circumstances? Let him re- 
flect upon their utter poverty, as slaves, now forsaken by their former mas- 
ters, and turned adrift in families, entirely without money or friends, foodless 
and poorly clad, to go they know not where, in a time of war. The Govern- 
ment does what it can for them, and employs some of the able-bodied as 
laborers and soldiers, and will do more and more for them as its policy takes 
form; but the masses are, and must be for a time, to a great extent depen- 
dant upon charity. Is it singular that an Association to care for them is 
necessary, when the Sanitary Commission is a positive necessity for the best 
equipped army in the world, and when charity is largely taxed for the fami- 
lies of the best paid soldiers in the world? Thank God for these charitable 
institutions all over the land, but be not astonished that they are necessary 
for the freedmen, made by slavery, for which they are not to blame, the 
poorest of human beings. We could fill a volume with fresh appeals for 
them from eye witnesses, chaplains, and humane officers and privates, and 
Government officials. Some of these we have published, and others we only 


withhold in this paper for want of room.

WHAT THIS ASSOCIATION HAS ACCOMPLISHED 


PURPOSES. 


We are collecting money, and clothing, and provisions for the freedmen, 


AND 


and sending them teachers and superintendents of labor, where they are col- 


lected in any quantities, either employed or waiting for employment. We | 


want very much, more money, and more of all the necessaries of life than we 
are receiving, and it is proper that the public should know how we have 
appropriated what we have already received, and what disposal we propose 
to make of what it may confide to us. 

The Association has been in existence but a little more than one year. 
The former part of the year was necessarily consumed in efforts not immedi- 
ately productive, incident to al! new enterprises. No pen, however, can 
describe the good already accomplished. The grateful hearts of parents, and 
of old people and children, of tle sick and dying, of the foot-sore, weary and 
discouraged wanderers, can alone feel what we have been enabled to accom- 
plish. Kternity alone can reveal the good done. 

We have expended all we have received to the best of our ability in the 
fear of God. The whole amount of cash received up to this point is only $10,000. 
We doubt if the annals of benevolence show more good done with so small a 
sum. Much work has been done gratuitously, and much more at mere nomi- 
nal rates, and in all cases the greatest possible economy of expenditure has 
been observed. We could use ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS to great 


advantage if we had it. 


CLOTHING AND PROVISIONS. 


We have collected and disbursed a very large quantity of clothing, {more 
than one hundred thousand different articles, ) which has been very opportune in 
protecting from the cold, and saving from shame, and elevating tens of thou- 
sands. A Manufacturing Company, in Providence, R. I., gave us three thou- 
saud new comforters, valued at five hundred dollars, which we distributed in 
the winter, in colder localities, as Fortress Monroe and Washington, D. C. 
We have received, and had made up or sent to be made up there, six thou- 
sand yards of new goods. We have forwarded from our Rooms, as collected 
by ourselves and other kindred Associations, a very large quantity of valua- 
ble provisions and miscellaneous merchandise, representing thousands of dol- 
lars. We regret that we cannot state the precise amount, but they have 
come to us in such manuer that it is impossible at this point. The provisions 
and merchandise, in cases where the freedmen have had work and money, have 
been sold to them at low rates, the receipts to be re-invested for their benefit. 
This arrangement has been valuable as cultivating self reliance on the one hand, 
and protecting them from exorbitant charges on the other. In other cases 


they have been gratuitously distributed with great care.

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Some of these teachers would do credit to first-class schools at home, and 
had previously been thus engaged. All of them are of well-known reputa- 
tion. Their pay is sma!l, and they have takea their present positions, from 
disinterested motives, and deserve well of the public. 

Besides teaching reading, writing and arithmetic, the females are teaching 
sewing and kniting, and housework generally. The males are also inducting 
their male pupils into a proper method of all kinds of ordinary work. 

We have expended since March 1st in Primers, Readers, Charts, Ink, 
Paper, Slates, Maps, &c., for the use of the different schools, eleven hundred 


and two dollars, and furnished a large number of other books besides. 


WILL THE COLORED PEOPLE LEARN? 


This question is amply and satisfactorily answered by numerous facts com- 
municated by the teachers. We print here only a specimen of recent testi- 
mony, being extracts on this point from a few of the many interesting letters 


in our possession: 


‘With all these inconveniences in places of meeting, interruptions on 
account of bad weather during winter, no black-board until within two 
weeks, not very good text-books, we can report now as regular pupils 108 
out of a school of 270 who have learned to read during this time—less than 
six months regular teaching. Most of them were wholly ignorant of books 
before. Most of them are now teaching their parents and brothers and sisters 
at home. Those who are old enough to reflect are earnest to learn, and their 
parents are often much interested for them. It seems to me that the long, 
long years of daw against slaves learning to read, has created in them a deep 
determination to master all the difficulties that lie in the way of gaining 
knowledge now that a way is opened. Could some of the cavilers at negro 
teaching but look into our school room and see the earnest study, (for they 
are learning to study ;) or if they could see, as I have, four in a group, father, 
mother, brother and sister, coming to the same lesson, they would begin to 
think something was illuminating their dark minds.”

“ But to the point, what I am doing, aad how I am pleased with the work? 
I have established a school in this place, and have between one hundred and 
twenty and one handred and thirty pupils of both sexes and of all ages. 
They are so willing and so upt to learn, that teaching them is a constant de- 
light. I have received just that baptism of Christ’s love I so ardently 
desired, and therefore some things which might be unpleasant to me in their 
personal appearance, &c., are entirely unheeded, and I see only an immortal 
being to train for time and eternity. I find I can teach them anything, and 
really, take them as a whole, I never had apter scholars. The teachers with 
me coincide with this opinion. I intend to carry on my school on the normal 
plan ; so beside two assistants, I call in the aid of my more advanced pupils, 
and teach them to teach others. My first lessons in teaching were in clean- 
liness, order and punctuality; and I have succeeded to my perfect satisfaction 
in these. My principal punishment is to send a pupil home. It is really 
amusing to see how easily we can shame these children for wrong doing. 
I am working on those feelings of the human heart which are latent with 
them. I find I get a powerful hold just here.

MR. LEIGH’S VISIT TO PORT ROYAL. 


Mr. C. C. Leren, Chairman of the Home Committee, paid a visit last month 
to Port Royal, and visited most of the schools; he found the teachers earnest 
and happy in their work, the pupils eager to learn, manifesting the greatest 
interest in the teachers, and a willingness to learn that was surprising. ‘He 
found Brig. General Saxton, military Governor, doing all in his power to en- 
courage the work of education in his department, by affording every protec- 
tion the teachers require, and every aid that is legitimate for him to give, 
while his officers and the soldiers, generally without a single exception, so far 
as he could learn, have treated our ladies with marked courtesy and respect. 
Maj. General Hunter, while his duties call him into another field. has also 
manifested the deepest interest in the success of education in his department, 
as also did his predecessor, the late Jamented Maj. General Mitchell, and Maj. 
General Sherman. The same is true also of Commodore Dupont; indeed, 
were it not for the aid and protection these gentlemen had so generously 
afforded during the progress of our labors in the southern department, we 
would not have been able to do the work this association has accomplished.

FROM ST. LOUIS.

The negroes irom the plantations came flocking into our lines by hundreds 
and thousands, and had there been time and transportation, five mstead of 
one thousaird night have been brought oll It is imp yssible to describe the 
sagerness with which these negroes sought the opportunity to escape. ‘They 
were willing to come, many of them almost in a nude state, rather than be 
left behind.” 

Says the Chaplain of the Ist Regunent of Uiman’s Colored Brigade, in 
the “© Department of the Gulf:” 

“These colored people now, tovall intents and purposes, are FREE. They 
are flocking to our lives by thousands. They come hungry, ignorant, and 


almost naked. A train of seven thousand—men, women and cluldren— 
came down the Bayou Teche and crossed the Atchatalaya River to this town, 
vesterday and to-day. No one can form the slightest idea of the sorrows, 
hardships and «miseries these people endure. Had a tenth part been told to 
me before leaving New York, L would have called my informant an Aboli- 
tionist and a fanatic; but here, the ideal has given place to the real and pre- 
judice has vanished. .\ system of negro labor is being successfully inaugu- 
rated by Gen. Banks: but books, teachers and clothing are greatly needed, 
and whoever coutributes to this enterprise, will be lending to the Lord, and 
laboring in the most promising missionary field in the world.” 

The. present is the providential hour to strike for the moral and intellectu- 
al elevation of this long oppressed and depressed race. We may now edu- 
cate the teachers of the comimg generation, and prepare the way for this 
race, 80 divinely liberated from bondage, to take their proper positions in a 
land of universal freedom under a republican government 

There are no insurmountable obstacles in the way—the field is white and 
ready for the harvest. The laborers are comparatively few. ‘Pray ye: 
therefore, the Lord of the harvest, that he will send forth laborers into his 
harvest.” 

Never could the Christian community before, for so small a sum of money, 
accomplish so large and so certain a service for humanity and for Christ, as 
at the present moment. Hundreds of pious and persevering teachers are 
volunteering to enter upon this blessed work for but little more than their 
bare subsistence; and in all the departments the best of agents are rendily 
secured for the distribution of the material gifts—such as clothes. farming 
implements and ‘books, which are at this moment equally as vital as the liv-

Oar pupils have mide very satisfactory progress: many who three months 
ago scarcely knew tlieir A B C’s are now getting along finely in easy reading, 
in words of three, four and five letters. Many who a few weeks ago did not 
know their A B C’s now real a good many words in three letters at sight, 
and spell them readily, while our more advanced seholars are getting quite 
familiar with their readers, and are nearly prepared for a ehange in books. 

My schouvl hours are from nine till one at present. with long recesses, and 
an early dismissal for the little ones. | 

We notice a striking improvement in habits of order, but having no bell to 
ring, we cannot collect them together so punctually as we otherwise could. 

Quite a number of the pupils write daily on their slates; we shall need 
writing books very much for them soon. A few are learning written arith- 
metic, while our daily oral instructions in mental arithmetic are well received 
and they are improving rapidly. They are much imterested.in oral instrae- 
tions in geography. and some maps would greatly facilitate their progress. 

lhe freedmen, excepting a few aged and infirm, are nearly all in the army, 
the women with their children are for the most part comfortably situated as 
to room, and Government furnishes rations to those who eannet provide for 
themselves. A few still remain with their old mistresses, a few live in fami- 
lies of Northern people, aud many support themselves in part by doing wash- 
ing for the soldiers. Some have very comfortable and neat homes, while 
others need great improvement in their habits. Our children are generally 
dressed clean tor school, and the women for church.

FROM PORT ROYAL, HEAD-QUARTERS OF FIRST REGIMENT

SCHOOL IN FERNANDINA, FLA. 


The report of our school for the present month (April) devolving upon me, 
I herewith respectfully transmit the following, in reply to the several points 
named in your circular. 

This classitication, in two departments, according to advancement, gives 
greater efficiency to the work, and the success of its operation has been ob- 
served by educated gentlemen who are not connected with the work. 

The primary department, in which Miss SmirH and myself are engaged, 
being the one in which NEARLY all the new pupils are gathered, must neces- 
sarily embrace the greater portion of the increase to our number since last | 
report. But few of these subjects of a degrading servitude that proscribed 
their education, had been able to learn to read. 

A short time since, one of the “‘ poor whites” came to us, asking if we 
would admit her son to our school, which request we most gladly granted, on 
condition that he would enter the class with the other children, and accord- 
ing to advancement. And we now have among our pupils children from three 
families of this class, some of whom, not long since, had said that their 
children should not attend the school for blacks, though they grew up in 
ignorance. Although not sent to labor for this class, we considered it an 
aim of the Association to correct the false distinction of class, towards which 
we deemed this to be a step gained. 

Of the number of pupils under our instruction there is a total of 126 pupils 
in the advanced, and 201 in the primary department. The average number 
in attendance in the advanced department is about 100, and in the primary 
department, 125. 

The progress of our pupils in learning has been remarked by others to be 
equal to that of any children. 

On the 15th inst., a class of sixteen pupils, who had completed the course 
of instruction’ given in our primary department, was promoted to the higher. 

This was an occasion of great interest to us, when we were able to present 
a class of such intelligent, eager learners as were prepared for the higher de- 
partment, being the first-fruits of our labor, and the earnest of what we hope 
to gather by means of this classification. 

The examination was attended by gentlemen who have long been con- 
nected with the educational interests of our country, who encouraged the 
pupils by giving them praise for more rapid progress than children of our 
common schools at the North. 

They had in eight weeks learned all the words on the six ‘Tablets’ 
printed by the 8S. S. Union to accompany the “ Bible Reader.” In learning

PERRYCLEAR PLANTATION, May Ist, 1863. 


I have been in Mrs. Root’s school since I came here, until yesterday; I 


_ commenced a school un a plantation two miles from here, which is under Mr. 


| Roor’s care; had thirty children and two adults, and a promise of several 
more. I have no school-room, but Mr, Roor will prepare one as soon as he 
can; but I thought it best to make a beginning, as Mrs. Root was able to 
I held my first session on the verandah of 
an old plantation house. If it should prove too small, I can remove to the 
friendly branches of a live oak that stands near. The headquarters of the 
picket of the lst S. C. Regiment is very near my school, and the Captain of 


_the company asked permission for some of his boys to come to school, as 


they seemed to wish to learn to read the bible so much; I shall be very happy 
to assist them all in my power. I am delighted with so good a number to 
commence with; I think I shall have a nice school. I am very much inter- 
ested in this work, and particularly so now I am permanently located. I find 
the children very quick to learn; they love to come to school; are as full of 
fun and mischief as white children. I never think of their color when I am 
with them. It is very pleasant to teach the adults; for none come to school 
that have not a strong desire to learn to read; to be able to read in the bible 
seems to be the motive power to urge them forward. | have visited the fami- 
lies on this plantation, twelve in number. The cabins are better than many 
I have seen elsewhere ; but they are with one or two exceptions very dirty. 
I see no way to remedy that, as long as the women do as much work in the 
field as the men. They have no time to keep their houses or clothing in 
proper order. We have a Sabbath school, and I shall invite my scholars to 
attend, so we shall have our room full. Mrs. Root and myself have charge 
of that. The children are very much pleased to come on Sunday. 


REPORT OF THE MISSES PECK. 


BEAUFORT, 8. C., March 31st, 1863. 


In accordance with your request, we are happy to report to you the condi- 
tion of the school under our charge. It came under our joint direction De- 


-cember Ist, and has had an average attendance of about 50 pupils. The 


number of names on the school roll is 86. Classifying these as you request, 
there are about 20 over 12 years of age, of whom 19 are females ; of the 
remaining 66, 47 are females. 

Through the winter we held two sessions daily, until one of us was com- 
pelled to be absent on account of sickness. The illness was caused by the 
want of a stove, or other means of heating the building, which occasioned 
also some other irregularities. We have now one session daily, of more 
than three hours. 

We use the “ Picture Lesson Book’’ of the Tract Society, Parker & Wat- 
son's First Reader and Hillard’s Second Reader. We have about a dozen 


slates in present use and as many addition cards. Our books, slates, &c. 


were furnished by private donation.

The school is always opened by reading from the New Testament, a prayer | 


and singing; the pupils have learned many songs, in which they join with 
great spirit. 

The progress of the scholars has been, perhaps, as rapid as it was reason- 
able to expect. Our first class, consisting of nine pupils, began Hillard’s 
Second Reader on the ist of December and have read 80 pages intelligently. 
They have made s~me progress in the addition table and have begun to write 
a little upon their slates. The second, third and fourth classes, numbering 
17, are using the First Reader. 28 of the younger pupils are yet upon the 
alphabet. 

There has been some progress in regard to the maintenance of good order, 
though firmness and even sternness have not been sufficient entirely to con- 
trol minds so undisciplined. 

We have felt greatly the want of books, our own supply having been ex- 
hausted; and on that account we have~refused admittance to several’ appli- 
cants. Besides books, we have need of more benches, also of desks, writ- 
ing books, a black-board, ink, pens, &c. 

I have also had an adult class every afternoon at my own residence, of 
eight or ten different scholars in the four months, though but three of them 
now attend. One of these is our colored assistant teacher, Paul Johnson.

Beaufort, S. C., May 20th, 1863. 
Mr. LeiGH:— 
Dear Sir—When I was in slavery I had to work very hard. My mistress’ 


name was Mrs. She is a widow lady. She gave me first to Mrs. 
I had to fetch water from morning till night. At last my hand was 
blistered, and my mistress took me away from her, and gave me to Mrs. 
I stayed with her till the firing at Hilton Head; then she went over on the 
mainland, and left me in the country. Mrs. could not keep me in the 
house, because her children would spit on me, and sometimes I would spit 
back; and they would slap me, and I slapped back. I am very glad that I 
am free. I live with my Aunt Maria now, and go to Mrs. Hawks’ school 
every day, and study spelling, reading, arithmetic, and geography. I hope 
never to be in slavery again.

REV. JOHN DUDLEY, DISTRICT SECRETARY. 


I have made much use of the Sabbath School card, and found it not only 
an effective but a very popular measure. Parents are pleased to have the 
little ones engaged in so good a work; children are delighted. 

I haye frequently met the little children in the streets with their carda, 
with three or four dollars on each one, and seeing me coming, would exclaim : 
“Mr, Dudley, how glad I am that you gave us something to do for the con- 
trabands! Oh! we are so happy!” 

A little boy in Bangor, Maine, saw the Vice President of the United States 
passing and ran out, and very politely asked him to read his little card. 
‘You are a fine little fellow. I know all about these contrabands for I have 
seen them. It is a noble cause,” aud gave him a dollar. 

A little girl in Exeter, N. H., about 6 years old, I found in the infant class, 
she took a card. She had $4,50 on, but wanted 50 cents more. She meta 
gentleman and asked for some for the education of the contrabands. He 
told her he had just spent his last money for an orange. “Sis, you may have 
the orange if that will do.” “Thank you, sir.” Away she went home, 
made an auction and bid it off for 25 cents. The buyer gave it back to her 
and she put it up again, and again struck it off for 25 cents, and so she made 
out her $5.

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INTRODUCTION. 


We beg to call attention to the following facts connected with the work of the National Freedman’s Relief Association. 


Since our statement in 


. June, our work has gone on with increased activity. So far from any letting up of the pressure of responsibility, we have more and more evidence that 


we had but-little conception of the magnitude of our work when the Association was formed in February, 1862. 


If it were possible to transfer to paper 


the magnitude of this work, as it is developed from month to month, in the growing history of this Association, we should need no other appeal, 
The simple facts are appeal enough to remoye the most obdurate doubts, and quicken the most sluggish sympathies, 


THE RELATION OF THIS ASSOCIATION TO OTHERS OF A KIN- 
DRED CHARACTER. 


We hail all associations for the freedmen, of a charitable and educa- 
tional character, as coadjutors in a noble work. It was natural that there 
should spring up in different localities, as the pressing wants of the freed- 
men became known, several associations, some more and some less general 
and extensive in their operations. We bid them God-speed in proportion to 
their usefulness, and shall not be wanting in any aid we can furnish them. 
What we seek is that the work should be done in the most extensive and 
successful manner. Our central and general character subjects us to nume- 
rous applications from parties among the freedmen, such as humane officers 
in the army, particularly chaplains, and the employees of the Sanitary 
Commission and similar institutions, who are daily compelled to witness 
wants which they have no means of supplying. 

Here is only a single specimen of this kind of appeal, from a letter to this 
association from J. W. Page, of the Sanitary Commission: 

“There are, however, in town and their encampment, a multitude of 
women and children, who, on account of the ‘ light marching order’ in which 
they left their former homes, are now suffering for suitable bedding and 
clothing, to screen them from the severity of the weather, or secure them 
from the malarious influences of the climate. Their condition is deplorable, 
It needs and merits quick and generous relief. The kind and quality of the 
articles needed for their comfort is such as should occasion no hesitation or 
delay. Coarse, but warm articles of bedding, and women’s and children’s 
cast-off clothing, will make the poor contrabands rich in comforts. The 
relief should be on a scale for thousands, and should be immediate, I know 
you will act and promptly.

RECENT APPEALS FOR AID. 


COLONY AT ROANOKE ISLAND, NORTH CAROLINA. 


We have recently contributed five hundred dollars toward the establish- 
ment of a new colony at the above named place. There is a very large 
demand in this direction, and it must greatly increase, and we most ear- 
nestly request assistance. The following from Rev. Horace James, Super- 
intendent of Blacks for the Department of North Carolina, throws a flood 
of light upon our work: 

“New York, June 27th, 1863. 

“®our days ago, I was ordered by Major-General Foster, commanding 
the 18th army corps, to proceed northward as far as this city and Boston, 


ment, must make temporary provision for them, locate them in places of 
safety, and teach them, in their ignorance, how to live and support them- 
selves. 

“ The remedy proposed to meet this unique state of things, is to colonize 
these freed people, not by deportation out of the country, but by giving 
them facilities for living in it; not by removing them north, where they 
are not wanted, and could not be happy; nor even by transporting them 
beyond the limits of their own State ; but by giving them land and imple- 
ments wherewith to subdue and till it, thus stimulating their exertions by 
making them proprietors of the soil, and by directing their labor into 
such channels as promise to be remunerative and self-supporting. 

“ The location decided upon in which to commence this work, in North 
Carolina, is Roanoke Island. Its insular position favors this design, mak- 


| ing it, like the islands around Hilton Head, in South Carolina, compara- 


tively safe against attack, and free from fear of depredation, It is an 
island ten or twelve miles long, by four or five in breadth, well wooded, 
having an abundance of good water, a tolerably productive soil, a sufficient 
amount of cleared land for the commencement of operations, and sur- 
rounded by waters abounding in delicious fish, 

“ The materials required are the same which any colony, designed to be 
agricultural and mechanical, must need at the start, viz: boards and 
shingles, and a steam-engine, to saw our own lumber and grind our own 
corn after the first few months, cross-cut saws and hand saws, crow-bars, 
shovels, picks and spades, hoes, axes, hammers, and nails, two or three 
sets of carpenters’ tools, with extra augers, squares, and gimlets; butt- 
hinges, screws, and latches ; an assortment of garden seeds, padlocks, and 


' door-locks, oil-stones and grindstoned, bush scythes, water-buckets, baking- 


( 


kettles and covers, tin plates, cups, spoons, pans, and basins, knives and 
forks, files and rasps, a pair of platform scales, and counter-scales, and a 
quantity of tin and sheet-iron, and tools to work it. All these we need 
this moment. And as the Government has few supplies of this sort in the 
Department of North Carolina, and of many of the kinds none at all, we 
are compelled to appeal to charitable associations, and patriotic individuals, 
to furnish them. 

“To clothe and educate these people we need quantities of clothing of all 
descriptions, particularly for women and children, with shoes of large 
sizes; primers and first reading books, primary arithmetics, and geogra- 
phies, with slates, pencils, and stationery of all sorts. 

“Send contributions in cash, elothing, shoes, instruments, and supplies 
of every kind needed, to the undersigned at No. 1 Mercer Street, New 
York (rooms of the National Freedman’s Relief Association).

The following note from Mr. James is just received :

ASYLUM FOR ORPHANS AT FERNANDINA, FLORIDA. 

It will be remembered that we have previously contributed $1,000 to an 
orphan asylum for colored children at Washington, D.C. We have re- 
cently contributed a smaller amount to one at Fernandina, namely, $250. 

A gentleman conversant with the necessities of the freedmen, resident 
among them, says: “I wish to bespeak the favor of your Association 
specially for a large and dependent class among them, I mean the orphan 
children. Where all are poor, degraded, dependent and homeless, as are 
the fugitives from the house of bondage, the parentless and friendless are 
in a peculiar manner dependent.”

~ “My Dear Sir: Iam very much in favor of the proposed asylum for 
colored orphan children, to be established at Fernandina, Fla., and to be 
under the charge of Miss Chloe Merrick, a lady who is, in my opinion, re- 
markalbly well fitted to have the care of such an institution, I shall gladly 
do all in my power to help it on. 

“There can be no doubt but what such an institution would be the instru- 
ment of great good towards a class of destitute children, who might other- 
Wise be left to grow up in ignorance, and squalid idleneas and filth. I 
wish Miss Merrick every success in her benevolent plan.

HOSPITAL AT BEAUFORT, 5. C. 


Miss Kellog, who teaches from house to house, and has charge of the 
sewing-schools, writes: | 

“T should like to make another call upon you for our colored hospital. 
Not the military one, that is supported by the Government, but for the col- 
ored citizens here. It is under Dr. Durant’s care. I am very much ifnter- 


ested in it. It is kept as well as it can be with the materials they have.~ 


They are more in want of bedding than anything else; sheets and pillow- 
cases are wanted most, For twenty beds they have only seventeen sheets. 
Old bed-ticks, shirts, and night-gowns; would be very acceptable.” 

Doctor Durant, himself, has made a heavy request to us’for aid. For 
all these objects, we are glad to receive and appropriate anything required, 


SCHOOLS FOR THE FREEDMEN., 


Among the objects of this Association, the schools hold an important place. 
In our paper for May, we gave the names and localities of fifty first-class 
teachers and schools. Since then, we have urgent applications for more 
teachers, and hope to have the means to send them as soon as the season 
will admit of it. Many of our teachers find it necessary to spend a few 
weeks of the hot weather north, and have done so this season, We must 


| send them back with increased numbers. 


REQUEST FOR ADDITIONAL TEACHERS. 


Rev. Mr. French, Chaplain in the Department of the South, says, in a 
letter of July 30: “I trust you will be able to send twenty or thirty new 
teachers into the field, this fall. Every possible precaution must be used 
to secure teachers. of suitable qualifications. We shall need to oceupy the 


| field as far south as Key West,” 


Cornelius Curtis, Esq., resident of Key West, says, under date of Aug. 
14, 1863: “Our black population comprises over 500 souls, and is daily 
increasing from the mainland, 

“ As slaves, these people have lived in ignorance and vice; shall they do 
so now, when no statute exists making it a crime to teach them? Two or 
four teachers could do much good to the 200 children, and the schools 
would be self-supporting, say, after the first year. 

“Gen. D. P. Woodbury, commanding this Department, favors education, 
and would doubtless adopt any plan you might recommend.” 


CHEERING FACTS IN REGARD TO OUR SCHOOLS. 


The facts seem almost fabulous in regard to the success of our schools, 
and yet they are not. Harrison Reed, Esq., Government Tax Commissioner, 
communicates an interesting letter on this subject. We have room for only 
a few extracts: 

“The colored people are much more alive to the importance of acquiring 
an education than is generally supposed, even by their friends, and appre- 
ciate its advantages to a degree that is surprising, when we consider the 
degradation to which they have hitherto been subjected. . a ad 
The class of teachers from the North is of a much higher grade than, from 
the nature of the service, is generally supposed. Those in charge of the 
schools not only have a heart in the work, but their high character, and 
superior qualifications, command the respect and confidence of all, and allay 
the prejudice of the most bitter opponents. Nobody, now, sneers at negro 
teaching here. 

“The result is, that the progress made in the schools at this 
place surprises all who have observed them, and forever settles the 
question of the susceptibility of the colored race to cultivation and 
elevation, No richer returns were ever made for patient effort and 
persevering labor, than that received by these ladies in the proficiency of 
their pupils, and the grateful feelings of parents and children.” 

This is said of Fernandina, Florida, and we are glad to add that similar 
statements are true of all our schools, 


THEIR MOTIVE EN LEARNING TO READ, 


A teacher at Beaufort, S. C., saya: 

“My class of grown persons is doing well. They still are very much 
interested, and would compare well with a class of white persons taught 
for the same length of time. Two of them brought their Testaments 
to me this week, and asked if I did not think they read well enongh to read

one verse in it. That seems to be their chief object in learning—that they 
may read the Bible.” It is remarkable how general this excellent motive 
is all over the South, among the colored people. 


STORE AT BEAUFORT, 8. C. 


It has been found necessary, on account of exorbitant prices charged the 
colored people for goods, to establish a store, where those having money 
can purchase at moderate rates, The experiment was commenced some 
months since, by a kindred association, and has worked so well, we have 
deemed advisable, after mature deliberation, to establish one also, We ex- 
pect it will support itself, and be of great value, in many ways, to the freed- 
men, and to our operations. 


INCREASE OF FREEDMEN, 


As long ago as May, we were admonished from Washington, thus: 

“General Wadsworth, now on the Rappahannock, writes that we must 
soon expect to be overwhelmed with fresh arrivals of homeless, hungry, 
sick, and naked contrabands. The Military Governor has given us notice 
that we must prepare for an avalanche, Under these circumstances, we 
must appeal to you again for such aid of clothing and other supplies as you 
ean furnish.” 
The taking of Vicksburg and Port Hudson, and numerous other 


successes of our troops, since that time, have greatly added to the de- | 


mand for everything we can furnish or obtain. 
tional arms brings into our lines needy men, women, and children, It is 
becoming more and more obvious that the entire success of our arms is 
only a question of time, and we must prepare for a very large demand upon 
charity in this direction. 


PREPARING FOR WINTER, 


Winter is stern in some parts of the South, where the freed people are 
congregated within our lines, What would be a mild winter to Northern- 
ers, is, in its effect upon comfort and health, severe upon Southerners, 
whether white or black. There was much suffering last winter by women 
and children, and even by strong men, for. want of shelter and clothing, and 
suitable food. We are anxious to be prepared to prevent, as much as pos- 
sible, a repetition of this the present winter, so near at hand. 


SOME OF THE MOTIVES FOR AIDING THE FREEDMEN, 


1. Aid is very thankfully received.—As there were never a more needy 
people, so none were ever more grateful. If you could see the joy mani- 
fested by men, women, and children on the reception of favors of any kind, 
you would feel amply compensated. Perhaps for the first time in 
their lives, parents find themselves and their children clothed and fed, in 
some measure at least, like other people, and there is no limit to their grat- 
itude. They invoke the choicest of heaven’s blessings upon their friends 
at the North. 

2. Aid is deserved.—These people not only come to us in extreme destitu- 
tion, but it is on account of no fault of their own. They have been the 
victims of a most accursed and accursing system of involuntary bondage. 
Though they have proved themselves industrious, temperate, prudent, and 
obedient, they have been kept in utter ignorance and poverty by slavery. 
They are now turned adrift, in their utter destitution, by a war for which 
they are no way responsible. They have disappointed all prognostications 
of cruelty and robbery on their part, and have demeaned themselves with 
remarkable propriety. They have proved their willingness to do work, 
which most of them, for the time being, cannot obtain. As the war passes 
away, they will not only be needed in the South, but will gladly avail 
themselves of the remunerative toil they will then find. The testimony is 
ample, also, that they are making excellent use of their new opportunities 
for moral and intellectual culture. i 

8. Zo aid them is only ordinary justice-—They have the claim upon us of 
the meritorious poor, implied in our Lord’s remark, “The poor ye have 
always with You.” Besides this, we have all partaken of their unrequited 
toil, if not to the sare extent as the South, yet to some extent, in cheap 
cottoys and the like. Most of us have been too willing that their condition 
of bondage should continue, not to be under the small obligation discharged 
by present Kindness to them. ‘Their freedom is necessary to the highest 
good-of our country." Shall we suffer them to perish in the process ? 

4. Many F the’ rage are now good soldiers.—They have come forward with 


Every success of the Na- | 


remarkable alacrity, considering the circumstances, to aid us in saving the 
country. The press teems with evidence of their soldierly qualities in 
battle and in camp. Instances of magnanimous and heroic conduct are 
furnished by eye-witnesses. It were monstrous for us, in view of the facts, 
not to say, as General Jackson did to the Negro troops at New Orleans, 
“You have exceeded my expectations,” even though we cannot say, as he 
did, “ We expected much of you.” Can we do less than be kind to them, 
and especially to the parents and children of those in the army, or who 
have already fallen on the battle-field. 

The following is a just tribute to one Negro regiment :— 

“The 54th regiment Massachusetts Volunteers, colored, in the assault on 
Fort Wagner, in the harbor of Charleston, on the 18th July, has added 
another proof to those already furnished, at Milliken’s Bend und Port Hud- 
son, that our colored men can be fully relied upon as soldiers in the hour of 
need. The casualties among the officers of the regiment prove also that 
they were commanded by men worthy to lead such soldiers. 

“Tt is necessarily the case that some names will be more prominent be- 
fore the public, in consequence of rank or other circumstances; but, in the 
record of the 54th Massachusetts, such names are but the representatives of 
the devoted daring which characterized all the officers and men of the reg- 
iment. They went in seven hundred strong, and brought off only three 
hundred and sixty sound men. Of seventeen officers, only three came out 
unhurt. Honor to all the officers and men of the 54th regiment Massachu. 
setts Volunteers!” 

5. Aid furnished now cannot be lost.—Though the freedmen should go 
back into bundage—which we deem hardly a possible thing—we cannot do 
less than improve the present opportunity to elevate them and to mitigate 
their suffering. Whatever comes in the future, the elevation now imparted 
and good done, in numerous ways, can never be undone. The future is be- 
yond our control; but we hope for and believe in the best, and, come what 
will} we are now only doing our duty. Prior to the Proclamation of Free- 
dom the number freed as “ contrabands” was estimated at about 200,000. 
As a necessity of the war, the Proclamation declares, “That on the first 
day of January, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-three, all persons held as slaves within any State or designated part 
of a State, the people whereof shall then be in rebellion against the United 
States, shall be then, henceforth, and forcver free.” This frees more than 
three millions, to the extent of the success of the Government in suppress- 
ing the rebellion. The President, in his recent letter to the Conventions, 
truly says of the Proclamation, “If it is valid, it cannot be retracted any 
more than the dead can be brought to life.” The people of this country 
have, to a very large extent, approved of the principles of the Proclamation, 
and tens of thousands of slaves have availed themselves of it, and are now 
within our lines, and many of them in the army, and some have fallen in 
the battles of the country. Other nations have hailed the proclamation 
with joy. It is too monstrous for belief that the people of this country 
will ever consent to the enslavement of its own freedmen under such cir- 
cumstances, and we cannot harbor the suspicion that they will. 


SUMMARY OF THE NATIONAL FREEDMAN’S RELIEF 
ASSOCIATION, 


This Association was formed in New York, in February, 1862, at a pub- 
lic meeting held in Cooper Institute, at the suggestion of officers of the 
Government, civil and military, who had been eye-witnesses to the necessi- 
ties of the freedmen, with Rev. Stephen H. Tyng, D.D , William C. Bryant, 
Esq., Hon. C. C. Leigh, Charles Gould, Esq., Francis George Shaw, Esq., 
William Allen Butter, Esq., George C. Ward, Esq., Rev. Mansfield French, 
Joseph B. Collins, Edgar Ketchum, Esq., Judge John W. Edmunds, and 
Wm. C. Russell, Esq., as members. Its objects are purely charitable, and 
relate solely to doing what it can for colored persons freed by the war. It 
is neither partisan nor sectarian, and invites the codperation of all persons 
interested in the people whose physical and moral good it contemplates. 
Some two hundred thousand men, women and children—the number con- 
stantly increasing—have already been freed by the war, all of whom are 
ignorant, and need instructing, and many of whom—particularly the old 
and infirm, and women and children—are in great destitution of all the 
necessaries of life. The Association has already accomplished great good,

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The following facts are submitted to the friends of the Bible and of he 
American Bible Society, from the latest data: 


Volumes issued from the Depository for the year ending March 31, 1868, 
1,259,117, of which 175,554 were Bibles and 1,002,382 Testaments, and 80,957 por- 
tions of Scripture. Also, 224 volumes in raised letters for the Blind. 

During the two years ending March 31, 1868, the total of volumes issued was 
2,352,959, valued at $497,701 30. 

The gratuitous work of the Society during its last fiscal year amounted, in 
books and grants of money for foreign lands, to $138,683 96. 

The Army and Navy have been supplied to the full extent of every demand. 
Probably not less than 1,500,000 volumes, chiefly Testaments, have been donated 
by the Society and its auxiliaries for these purposes. Prisoners of war have 
been fully furnished with Testaments, and have gladly received them. Sick and 
wounded soldiers, on the battlefields and in hospitals, have been the special 
objects of liberal grants. 

The United States Christian Commission alone has distributed 400,000 Test- 
aments and Bibles, granted them by the Society for the armies in the field. 

This work will not soon cease; as the losses of Bibles and Testaments by 
marches, retreats, fording streams, battles, and other causes, are great and fre- 
quent. The new troops now being drafted must also be supplied. | 

The people of colour have been carefully and liberally supplied. ! 

The Southern States have not been neglected. Nearly 30,000 volumes have 
been given to the Virginia Bible Society and others in that State. 20,000 Bibles 
and Testaments were donated by the Managers, in July, to the Confederate army 
of the Mississippi Valley; and at their last meeting, in August, 25,000 Testaments 
were granted to the Southern Baptist Sunday School Board, for Sunday schools 
of that large denomination in all the seceded States. 

The Foreign work of the Society is daily growing in importance and interest. 
The appropriations for this year for translating, printing, and circulating the 
Scriptures in foreign lands, are nearly double those of the preceding year. 
$54,000 were applied to this use at one meeting of the Board. 

The Society publishes the Scriptures in thirty-eight different languages, and 
aids the Missionary Boards of nearly every Christian denomination in their Bible 
work in China, India, Syria, Turkey, and other lands. 

To carry on and advance this great work funds are always needed. Will you 
give your kind and generous aid to this truly national, and catholic, and world- 
wide Institution ?
